CHAPTER XLIV. ° 


Powers, Duties, and Responsibilities of Police 
Officera Generally. 


SecTIon L—TxHe Use or Batons AND WHISTLES 


1033. The Lathi is for use in— 
(i) overawing or overmastering persons who forcibly 
resist arrest, or attcmpt to escape after being 
° arrested ; 
ni dispersing by force unlawful assemblies ; 
(iti) reststing attempts at rescue or illegal violence of 
any kind. | + 


1034. If a person whom he is required by law to arrest 
resisty arrest, a Consfable is bound to overpower him 
{section 46, Criminal -Procedure Cadc)}, but he must not 
injure him unnecessarily. If the Constable is likely to be 
overpowered, he may draw his baton and use it, taking care 
to avoid sinking any one on the head ; the arms and legs 
should be aimed at as being parts of ihe framc least likely 
to suffer serious injury. A violent prisoner should, as soon 
as possible, be handcutfed, | 


1035. In towns which are regularly patrolled the police 
are provided with whistles, by sounding which they, can 
summon the assistance of their fellows. 


1036, When not required for use as a weapon of offence 
or deferice under the circumttances above described, the

Section Fi.—TwHe Dispersat OF UNLAWFUL ASSEMBLIES 
AND THE SUPPRESSION OF RIOTS, 


1037. If an unlawful assembly, upon being commanded 
to disperse by a Magistrate or by an officer-in-charge of a 
police-station, does not disperse, of if, without being so- 
comumanded it conducis ilself in such a manner as to show 
adetermination not ta disperse, any Magistrate or officer- 
in-charge of a police-siafion may proceed to disperse such 
assembly by force (section 128, Criminal Procedure Code). 
If the dispersal cannot be effected by amply marching a 
force of police (in formation appropriate to the circum- 
stances) up and down the sireet or across the place to be 
cleared, adetachment of men will be drawn up in double 
‘line and orders given to “ draw bafons " and advance. On

ol-public worship, dud in any cage when any road, street, 
thoroughfare, or landing place may be thronged or may be 
liable to be obstructed (Act V of 1861, section 30).

Except as hereinafter provided a police-officer shall nok + 
disclose or be required to disclose tht source or agent {from 
which or the channel through which any confidential or 
secret information has been or may be obtained nor shall. 
he communicate or be required to communicate any matter 
whether contained in records or otherwise which disclo 
or in his opinion might: in conjunction with ot 
citcumstances or matters result in the disclosure of or: 
permit to be inferred the source or agent from which or the 
channel through which any such confidential or secret: 
itformaffon has been or may be obtained. 

Within the Police force, a police-officer serving in the 
District Police shal] not make or be required to make any 
such disclosure or communication to any person except the 
Inspector-General of Police, the Deputy Inspector-General . 
of Police gt the District Superintendent of Police of his. 
own district A police-officer serving in the Criminal 
Investigation Department shall not make or be required to 
make any such disclosure or communication to any person 
except the Inspector-General of Police, the Deputy 
Inspector-General of Potice for Railways and Criminal 
Investigation ot his Assistants or the Dintrict Superintendent: 
of Police of the district In which the information has been - 
dotained. A police-officer serving in the Railway Police 
shall not make or be required to make any such disclosure: 
or communication to any person except the Inspector- 
General of Police, the Deputy Inspector-General of Police 
tor Rarways and Criminal Investigation. or.the Superin- 
tendent of Railway Police. eS 

The greatest care should be taken to avoid any risk of 
exposure when such information has to be transmitied. If 
transmitted by post, the original ‘report ora copy thereof 
must never be transmitted ; the substance only should be 
communicated. If transmitted by telegram the same 
applies, and in addition the telegram must be in cypher. 

The Inspector-General of Police may, however. by 
general or special order authorise communication of 
information to other persons if he considers it expedient. 

(3) In respect of information of the kind referred ta in 
section 15 of the Govérmment of Burma Act, 1935, the:

1054. Any police-officer may seize any property which 
may be alleged or suspected to have been stolen, or which 
mav be found under circumstances which cree suspicion 
of the commission of any offence. Such police-ofcer, if 
subordinate to the officer-in-charge of a police-station, shall 

. forthwith report the seizure fo that officer (section 350, 
Criminal Procedure Code). 

1055. No new dutics of any kind may be undertaken 
by the police without the previous sanction of the Enspector- 
General. 


>» Secrion VI—Conouct oF THE Pocttcr on Dry. 


‘1056 11 is the duty of all police-oficers fo maintain 
friendly relations with the public withotit whosc cordial 
co-optration the work of the police is rendered dificult if 
not impossible. To this end police-officcrs are strictly 
enjoined do preserve good temper and good humour in all 
their relations with the public of whom they are the scrvants 
and net the masters. An overbearing and discourleous 
altitude results in dislike of thc police and a corresponding 
disiti@Pittion-on the part of members of the public to assist 
theni. 

Whilst policéofficers have, on occasion, to issue orders 
to the public for» purposes of control of crowds and trafic, 
etc.. ther will at all times refrain from unnecessaty inter- 
ference with pcople who are behaving peaceably and in an 
orderly manner and any orders they may give shallbe 
given ae Courteousiy as possible. 

Glncers on beat duty will move smartly about their beats 
and wils ner launge about,or gossip. 

Arvest, if nacessary, shall he made with the least arnount 
ot force. possifle and-the use of threatening language and 
anumtating gestures eschewrd. 
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SECTION VII.—PRESERVATION OF THE PEACE.” 
1937. When itappears that any person is likely to com- 
mit a breach of the peace, or to do any wrongful act that 
may probably occasion a breach af dhe peace, tt is the duty 
of the police to Jay information before the Magistraie having 
jurisdiction (section 107, Criminal Procedure Code). 

In laying such information, the police will set out care- 
fully the evidence on which’they rely or the circumstances 
leading io the information. 


1058. Section 17 of the Police Act (Act V of 1861) lays 
dawn that, when it shall appear that any unlawful assembly 
or riot or disturbance of the peace has taken place or may be 
reasonably apprehended, and that lhe police-force ordinarily 
employed for preserving the peace 1s not sufficient for its 
prcextvahon, etc., an officer not below the rank of Inspector 
may apply to the nearest Magistrate lo enrol the required 
number of the residents of the mneighbourhaod as special 
police-officers to assist the police im the preservation of the 
peace. It isa4ruism that willing helpers can and will al 
render more efficient aid [han unwilling ones and it would 
therefore ordinarily be advisable before resorting to compul- 
sory enrolment fo cali for volunteers for enrolment as 


special police-officers, There are always many citizens - 
whose sympathies are wilh the authoritiesin their endezyours -— 


to preserve the peace and who would gladly render every 
help in their power wero the opportunity afforded them 
for so doing. Should volunteera for enrolment as special 
police-officers not be forth-coming it will be neceszary to 
resort to compulsion and in this event the selection of persons 
for enrolment will need care. , ; 


No hard and fast rules can be laid down in this connec- 


tion, but as a rule influential persons will be selected who are 
likely to be able to exercise control over the unruly clements 


of the population. In many cases the most suitable persons — 


for enrolment will be the leaders of the contentious factions, 

h care will be taken lo avoid giving the impression 

on they are being enrolled merely so as lo humiliate 

em. Ee 

Special police-officers will never be employed on 

menial duties or on duties of a needlessly irkeome hand such 
as fatigues or drill sg

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Persons of rank or superior social Standing will normally 
be employed on staff and. supervisory duties and given 
relatively higher rank than others of lower staius- 

: Discipline will, be as light on possible and anything 
likely to be considered humili ing and irksome such as for, 
instance the saluting of subérdinate officers will not be 
insisfed on. 

Pafrolling and* picket-duty in the affected areas, either 
alone or in company with the regular police and acting as 
4antermediaries between the contending factions will ordi- 
marily be the duties on which they will be employed. 

Anarmlet or other distinguishing badge and baions or 
ed arms as circumstances require will be served out to 

em. 


1059. Preachers of any creed are entitled to the same 
protection from the police as others while following them 
peaceful avocafions. So long as no obstmuclion to traffic is 
caused the police will not interfere with them or their 
hearers. When a disturbance may be apprehended it is the 
duty of the police to be present to prevent such disturbance, 
fo desire those likely to become notaus lo move gn, and to 
mark and, if necessary, apprehend the promoters of any 
breach of the peace. Officers of police are sometimes 
‘applied to by private individuals of by bodies of villagers, to 
imlexfere of to be present in order to prevent a breach of the 

peactahen they are ploughing their land, reaping their 
crops, teading water to their elds, and soon. Asa general 
rule police ofigers will refuse to interfere in such cases and 
‘willaeport the matter to the nearest Magistrate or Revenue 
Officer, -If.a-disturbance is actually taking place or is so 
jrominent*thizt there is no time to make this report they must 
of céurse act for the preservation of the peace and in extreme 
emergencies must use their own discretion.

« SECTION I.—Duties -or : THE SVBDIVISIONAL PoLice 


OFFICER AXD THE Cimcre INspecTor oF PoLice. 


1067. Under section 551, Code of Criminal Procedure, 
police-officers superior in rank to an officer-m-charge of a. 
police-station may exercise the same powers, throughout the 
local area to which they are appointed as may be exercised. 
by such officer within the limits of his station.

1069, The Police Subdivision consists of one or more: 
circles. Asa rule theres no tmspector in charge of the

The duties of 2 Subdivisional Palicc @ficer and a Circle 
Inspector of Police-are:the same-as regards the areas under-

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The following is a brief account of their ntore important 
responsibilities :— 

(1) They will inspect every police-station and outpost 
in their subdivision or circle formally and thoroughly at least 
once a year and make informal inspections as frequently as 
possible in botl cases recording notes in the me of inspec- 
tion notes. Copies of notes of formal inspections wil! be 
forwarded to the District Superintendent of Police for 
information. 7 

(2) They will maintain a high standard of discipline, 
cautioning or if they have the power, punishing officers 
guilty of derelictions of duty. In cases requiring a punish- 
ment which they are notempowered to inflict they will hold 
the necessary enquiry and forward a report together with 
their recommendations to the District Superintendent of 
Police for disposal. {Reports of Circle Inspectors of Police 
ble sent througt the Subdivisional Police Officer, if 
an}). 

(3) It will be their duly to see that the men under 
their vormmand are properly equipped and their uniform and 
accoutrements mamtained in good order; that they are 
proficicni in ther duties, jnciuding drill; that police 
buildings are kept in good repair, that police-station cpm- 
pounds are tidy and sanitary and that any buildings or other 
works are executed economically, honestly and efficiently. 

{+) They will be held°direcily responsible for the 
proper upkeep in accordance with the regulations of police 
records and registers and that all entries in registers enjoined 
by the law are properly made, and that all orders (including 
those im inspection notes) received are promptly carried 
ouk 

(5) They will check the disbursement of imprest 
mon¢y, pay, and travelling. allowance in the potice-stations, 
and see that the money has been correctly and prompily 
paid and thaf the necessary receipts have been taken and 
returns furnished without delay. They will check the 
accuracy and truth of all bills submitted and the necessity 
for the journeys. 

(6) They will see that all returns are atcurately 
submitted to headquarters on the specified dates. For this 
purpose a list of reports and returns due from police-station 
officers and from the Subdivisional Police Officer shall be 
exhibited in a conspicuous placc in the office of fhe Sub- 
divisional Police Officer. . 
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(7) They will sec that the police are acquainled with 
the residence and movements of all had characters and that 
efficient and intelligent supervision is exercised over them 
as wellas over conditionally released prisoners and time 
expred convicts. 

(8) They will see that the surveillance staff are carrying 
out their duties efficiently, not only by frequent perusal ot 
the records in pélice-Stalions and by questioning the surveil- 
lance officers themselves but by personal enquiry in the 
villages. b 

(9) They will keep in touch with the people by constant 
iguring (normally they will spend at least 20 days a month 
on tour), and will tose no opportunily of gaining local

“(11)"They will kecp the District Superintendent of 
Police informed of all occurrences of which he and the 
District Magistrate should be apprised in the interests ol the 
administrauon. It is especially their duty to report any

political movements, and,the spreading ol any practice, scare 
or rumour whicl: may cause trouble if not checked.

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Burma Village Act with the duties and liabilihes of police- 
officers. This docs not mean that the officer-in-charge of 
4 police-slation is ertilled to treat them as his subordinates 
or io order them to altered tke police-station without 
necessary cause. They will be treated with the respect due 
to theif posilion and ‘their authorily over the ten-sorse- 
Zautgs who are their subofrdinules upheld. . Every effort 
willbe made to enlist the co-operation of rural police- 
officers in the prevention and detection of crime, - lhe 
surveillance of criminals and the prosecution of suspicious 
characters as without their assistance the task of the police 
in reducing crime is made more onerous. Jt must be 
remembered that the best police officer is not he who is 
most successful in detecting offences committed within his 
charge, but he who is most successful in preventing 
offences from being comnfitted. 


1120. Incessant energy and activity in investigation, the 
application of local knowledge and (he co-operation of’ 
rural police-officers are all necessary for the successlul pro-~ 
seculion of persons committing crime.

Valuables received at 
an outpost will, as soon as possible, be forwarded to iis 
police-slation. A report will be made immecialely to a 
Magistrite and his orders taken as to their disposal. If the 
Mayistrate orders the retention of the valuables or money 
m lhe hands of the police, and if the officer-in-charge of the 
police-stalion considers thal the retention of the valuables or 
moncy by the police is unnecessary or my facilitate the 
commission of fraud, he will obey the orders of the 
Magistirale, but at the same time immediately submit a 
tcporl of the matter to the Circle Inspector who will without 
Gelay take the orders of the Subdivisional Police Officer or 
Distnict Superintendent of Police. It will rarel v, IF ever, be 
necessary to relain as an exhibit coin which has been slolen, 
unless any of it is so marked -as lo be capable of 
identiftcation. 





[12%, The officer-in-charge of a police-slation will be 
responsible for the safe custody of any cash receivedjon 
account of pay and will disburse it without delay. He will 
see that any amount undisbursed is kept safely. 
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-£(28. When a police-station at the headquarters of a 
subdivision or township has no safe ofits own in which 
Governmentmoney can be securely kept, the Supdivisional 
Officer or Township Ofcer will be- requested to Accept 
temporarily moncy belonging ta the Police Department for 
safe cuslocy in his cash safe. .

(2) Cash-chests or safes may be permanently deposited 
at any armed police-stalion, except at the headquarters of a 
district.

-(6) The police will always givethe Post Office early 
nolice of any escort leaving for headquarters or subdivyisronal 
headquarters to enable the posimaster, or other ofhcial in 
charge to reduce his balance lo the limit authorized.

For the tnsiruction of policasmen in Burma, a 
training depdt fas been established at dhe: headquarters of 
all districts except Kyaukpyu, Sandoway; Salween, Mergui, 
Kyaukse, Merktila, “Myingyan; Sagaing, the Lower Chin- 
dwin, Bhanio, Myitkvina, Chin -[dills and the Arakan Hill 
Tracls. The Railway Police also have no training depét. 

Where theteis no troning depét, training is usually 
cattied ot in a meighboinneg district. 

The objects-of the depot are— 

(Lj-to provide a course of six-weanths tratning -for all 
recrurls ; . 

(2) ta provide a refresher course of. one ‘month's 
duralion once in three years: for ail trained 
Constables. 

Recruiis will be sent into ihe depdr half-yearly on ihe 
Ist January and ist July, or as near as may be to those 
dates, for six months’ training and instruction. No addi- 
Gons will be made to the-numbers atlending amy course and 
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any recruils enlisted between the dates of commencement 
of the course will be sent lo fae police-siations nearest ther 
homes for pretiminary training until the nexe course begins. 
Until sent imo the depol they will ordinarily be kept af a : 
police-slalion in the neighbourhood of their homcs. 
. Recruits who fail to benefit by instruction and who do not 
appear to be likely ta mnke pood police-men shall be 
discharged. 

The posting of recurrent training men to the depdt will 
be 50 regulated as to avoid a ,superiluily of such men at 
the depdt at one time and a deficiency at another fime.

The Defence of Posts and Rules for Guards and 
Escorts. 


SEcTIox I.—TuHeE DeFENcE oF Posts. 


Afeasutes fo be taken fo yrard against Outward Alinack, 


1188. Pobee-stauons and Lock-ups conslructed by the 
Public Works Deparment are built in ascordance with 
standanl] ixpe plans and are either dejensible or non- 
defensible according to locak requirements 

Fhe majority of police stations in isolated Ictalittes or 
which have only a smal! sinctioned strength are of a defen- 
sible type with ithe exception of these which are unarmed or 
built from Petty Construction and Repairs funds. 

The lype of defensible police station with a lower storey 
of masonry and an upper storey of wood, one of the 
approaches to the upper storey being by means of an 

ide slaircase and drawbridge is now obsolete. There 
are also defensible police stations which are two storeyed and - 
built of masonry throughout. Turrets (one of which - 
contains the only staircase) are placed at two diagonal 
corners and afford a field of fire’ along the [our [aces of the 
building. 

In all defensible police stations with rare exceptions, 
the cage is situated on the upper floor so as to prevent the 
prisoners from communicating with persons outside, 


1£89. In case of attack on defensible police stations of 
the old paltern as long as the lower portion of the building 
is held and the drawbridge is up, there is no possibility of 
assistance being afforded to the prisoners [rom outside. In 
this type of police station thercfore the drawbyidge will 
invariably be kept up except when in actual use...In the 
modern type of defensible police station theiieys of the 
turret door will be in the’custody of the guard Commander 
who will keep the door locked excepi when required to be 
~. opened for ingress or egress. : 
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No onc, at any police-station whether defensible or non- 
defensible, other than a gazeiled officer, or member o! the 
police Jorce will be admitted excepl by the express order of 

a police officer not below the rank of Head Constable, or of 
"the officer for lhe time being in charge of the police-station, 
or of the seriior Mililary Police Officer present - 

# 1190. ‘The office room of a police-station or lock-up, 
if situated on the ground floor, may be kept open whilst 
work is being carried on, but will be closed and Jacked 
when the office is noi being used. The door will always 
be Iecked before sunset and the key will be kepl im the 
custody of the officer-in-command of the vuard iJ a guard 

‘be mounted, othenvise in the cuslody of the officer-in- 
charge at the lime,

Afcasures to be taken to gerard against hucard Aifack. 


[(91. Trap doors will not be fiticd al the head of stair- 
cases leading (rom one floor to another as they have proved 
dangerous. . 

Guards will sleep in close proximily io the prisoners’ 
* Cages whether situated on the ground for or on the upper 
Storey, with their muskels near them in an Oxenden pattcrn 
tack which will be kent unlocked. 

On no accounl may muskels be kept Joose in the same 
room as a prisoner's cage. ¢ 

Arms strong room or arms racks other han dhose con- 
taming the muskels of the guard will invaniably be kent 
locked and the keys will be in the custody of the Siation 
Whiter. When he is absent from the police-stalion for any 
length of time, the keys will be made over to the 2nd Stalion 
Writer or Assislant Station Wriler and the handing over 
and taking oyer of the keys will invariably be noted in the 
General Diary. 

Care will be laken thai weapons such as dahs, swords, 
ele., are nol accessible to prisoners, as may happen if they 
are hung againsl the outer bars of an arms cage. 


SEcTion I].—Cusropy oF Prisoners. 


1192. Each cage will bg provided with double doors 
an outer cage and an outer door. Each cage will also be 
provided with a double floor, Lhe planking of the second 
floor running in the opposite way to the first. 
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When itis necessary to open the cage, the officer-in- 
charge of the police-stilion will previously call three, or 
more Constables, according io the number of prisoners® 
conhned in the cage. These men will stand round the 
* outer dgor, armed wilh dais and will remain‘in position 
until the purpose for which the cage is to be opened, 
has beén accomplished, and both inner and outer 
doors have been again securely fastened. When the guard 
has been placed in position, the outer door will be opened, 
the person who is to open the inner door will enter, and 
the door will be closed and locked upon him. When this 
has been done he may open ihe inner door. When the 
Purpose for which he enlered the cage has been accom- 
plished, he will securely fasten the inner door. Whea this 
has been done the euler door may be opened. Under no 
<circumsiances may the inner door be opened until the outer 
door has been closed or the outer door opened undl the 
miner door has been closed. AL potice-stalions provided 
with the pattern of cage wilh sliding doors, one lock closes 
bolh doers from the outside, and [he inner door cannot be 
opened unless the outer door is closed and vice versa. 
Al such stalions therefore the orders requiring the outer 
door to be closed and locked upon Lhe person who is to 
‘open Lhe inner door do nol apply, 


Whenever if is necessary for a door admitling a sweeper 
19 be opened for Ihe remoyal of a Jainine bucket or pan, 
the Guard Commander will detail a sentry and the Guard 
Commander and the seniry will stand together on the alert 
al the latrine door till the bucket or pan is replaced and the 
‘door relocked, 


(£93. No prisoner will be confined in stocks or fastened 
to any part of any building. When prisoners are confined 
within cages or cells their handcuffs will be removed unless 
ihe pnsoners have exhibited signs of violence, or unless the 
officer-in-charge of the police station has reason to believe 
handcuffs to be necessary to prevent the -prisoners doing 
violence to themselves, or to others confined with them. 


1194. When it is necessary to handcuff a prisoner the 
‘operation, will be carried out in the recess between the 
inside and outside doors. 


1195. Prisoners known to be dangerous characlers may 
‘be handcuffed before the inner door of the cage is opened ; 
this is easily done through the bars.

escape, unless he has taken all the precautions within 
his power, and, in cases where the escape is effected by 
means of articles concealed about the prisoner's person, the 
offcer-in-command ol the guard is relieved of responsibility 
only when such article was supplied to the prisoner 
subsequently to his having been thoroughly searched. 


Duties of a Seniry i Connection with the cusiody of 
Prisaiters. 


1198. It is the duty of a sentry over prisoners— 


(a) To lease his post only when regularly relieved. 
{If the officer-in-command of the guard whose 
duty, it is lo relieve a sentry is asteep, the sentry 
will awaken him). 
(+) To satisfy himself when taking over charge that ihe 
number of prisoners in the cage agrees with the 
Number said io haye been made over io him. 
“(c) To allow nobody, except a Magisirale or a police 
officer, 10 hold any communication with 2 
prisoner, unless by the express order of the 
officer-in-command of the guard, Which way’ be 
given onder the circumstances detailed bclow. 
Should the Advocate or the friends of an under- 
tnal prisoner desire to see him between the 
hours ofsunrise and sunset, the accused will 
be removed [rom the cage and allowed to hold 
conversation with ihem, a seniry, drawn from 
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the guard, being specially detailed to guard him 
and prevent any atiempt at escape. An accused 
charged wilh a heinous offence, or known to be 
a dangerous character, will not be taken out of i 
- the cage, but will hold communication with his 
Advocate or [mends through the bars. No 
posoner under this rule will ever be taken out 
of the cage wilhoui the order of the officer for 
the lime being in charge of the police-sialion, 
and lhis order will be given to the officer-in- 
command of the guard, so that the latter may 
make such arrangements as he may deem neces- 
sary to prevent escape, 


4d) To report at once toathe officer-in-command of the 
guard any defect or insecurily, no matler how 
Irivial, m ihe lock-up. 

(e) To see-that no liquor, tobacco, or drug is smuggled 
into Lhe cage. ; 

4f) To challenge at once any person passing within 
the ftmils of his post beiween sunsel and sunrise. 
A sentry will challenge once in English and 
hvice in vernacular. If no satisfaclory reply is 
received, the sentry will pass the word for the 
officer-commanding the guard, and, if necessary, 
raise ihe alarm. A seniry will not fire at any 

. person other than an escaped prisoner, unless 
there 1s reason to apprehend that such person is 
about io attack, or is joining in an aliack upon 
him or the guard witha dangerous weapon or 
weapons. Detaled miles defining the circum- 
stances in which firmg upon prisoners is 
allowable are laid down at paragraph"! 208. 

{¢) To raise the alarm af once if he sees any attempt 
to escape on the part of a prisoner or prisoners. 

A sentry seeing a prisoner trying to escape, will call 
on him to stand, and will immedialely alarm the

under escort will be -handcuffed and chained together 
through Lhe handcufls, and leg-irons will also be used when 
considered necessary. 

At Headqu4rlers, the District Superintendent of Police, 

or in hus absence the Headquarters Assistant Police and 
elsewhere the seffior police officer of Gazetied rank, may, by 
order in wriliny exempt a convicled prisoner of A or B class 
x, trom being handcufléd and chained. 


1203. Escorls travetling by railway or steamer, or when. 
halled during a journey by road, will invariably post sentries 
both by day and by night. 


(204. Escorts returning to their stalions will lake back 
with them the handcufils, leg-irons, prisoners’ cloihing, elc.,. 
sent wilh the prisoners [f on any occasion ii becomes 
necessary iorelicve an escort in charge of prisoners cn rouie,. 
the hanceuffs will {if the relieving pasty has handcufis) be 
changed and taken back by the relieved escorts. In the 
same Way the relteving escort will hand over to the reheved 
escort the same number of leg-irons as they receive with

1205. Commanders of escoris will oblain receipts for 
prisoners handed over at their destinalion (ore rouic)and 
lor any properly made over with the prisoners.

5 Rules for firing on Prisoners by Escorts aud Sentries. - 


1208. (1) Subject to the general rule that linnecessary 
tnjury shall not be caused, escoris and all sentrics may fire 
upon a prisoner in their charge whether he is convicted or 


not— 

(a) if there is risk of death or grievous hurt being 
caused by such prisoner, or by those acting in 
combination with him, to any escort or sentry or 

ra other person, and if such risk cannot be averted 


by lesser means ; or 
(b) if aprisoner who is under sentence for, oris in 
custody upon, a charge of any offence punish- 
able with death or with lransportation for life, 
cscipes from custody and cannot be re-arrested 
without resort lo firing. 
It must be distinclly underssiood that in the case of an 
ordinary escape, unatiended bya vioknt assault, itis not ¢ 
lawiul to fire on the escaped prisoner unless he is known to 
Se accused or convicted of an oflence puntshable with death 
or (ransportation for life, and his re-arrest canfot othenuse 
‘be actomplished. 
_ (2) A sentry shall al once challenge any person passing 
the-iraits of his post between sunset and sunrise. He will 
challenge once in English and twice in (the vernacular. 
Jt no satisfactory reply 1s reccived, the sentry will pass the 
word for the officer commandin g the escort and, if necessary, 
‘arse the alarm. A sentry shalt not fire on auy person other 
than an escaped prisoner, vide clause (f) of this Paragraph, 
unless there is reason to apprehend that such persan is 
about to attack or is joining in an atlack upon him or the 
escort with a dangerous weapon or weapons. 
(3) Prisoners convicted or accused of an offence 
punishable with death or transporiation for life shall wear a © 
short sleeveless red jacket, and shall be specially pointed ’ 
“out by the senior Civil Police Officer present to ihe officer 
in command of the escort, and the officer in command of 
the escort shall invariably at the teme of faking charge of 
the prisoners point them out carefully to each member of - 
the escort. In the event of an escort being relieved en route, 
the officer in command of the relieved escort is held , 
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responsible thal the relicving escort is specially made 

acquainled wiih the identiicalion of each prisoner accused 

or convicled of a ‘vharge of any offence punishable with 
Fy death or wiih transportaton [or life. 

(4) A copy of these rules togetfier with translations in 
Burmese as well as m Urdu, Nagn, and Gurmukhi, will be 
affixed lo a board and hung up in a conspicuous place in 
every police-slaion and quarier-guard, and alt Military 
and Civil Police Officers will be made acquainted with 
ihem. Inspecling afficers will test lhe men in their 
knowledge of the rules when inspecting police posts. 


SECTION V.—THE ESCORTING OF PRISONERS DY Rall or 
STEAMER. 


ae 1209. Mililary prisoners in all cases and other prisoners 
if insane, violent or danyerous, halls, not be allowed to mix 
wilh olher passengers but shall, wpon reserved accommoda- 
lion being engaged, be placed with their escort or alten- 
dants in a separate comparimeni._ 

In other cases when the party of prisoners and escor(s 
does not exceed five in number they may be carried by mail, 
express or passenger strains in compartmenis along with 
ordinary passengers. 

Parties of over five inclusive of escorts may trvel in any 
train excepl in Nos. 1, 2, 3,4, 7,"nd 3 along wilh ordinary 
passengers. 


[21Q. When a separale compartmenl is required under 
paragraph 1209, endeavour wilt be made to obtain one of 
aa. the special comparhments which are available Alled with 
iron bars and having seating accommodation for 18 prisoners. 
As lhere are only 13 smch compartments on the Burma 
Railways, and as, ordinarily, nol more than one coach con- 
laiming Such a Compariment may be ailached to a passenger 
train, the officer-in-churge of the police-slation concerned 
will apply to the Station Masler of the nearest slation 48 
hours before such accommodation is required. If a special 
compartment is provided on application, the full number, of 
third class fares, viz., 13 will have 10 be paid for it, whether 
ihe whole of the accommodation is utilised’ or not. 


1211. In the event of a special compartment not being 
available, it will be necessary io reserve an ordinary com- 
partment or compartmenls when Separate accommodation is, = °

officer in command of the escort beiore stagting. 


1213. fa) A European prisoner will, when practicable, 
be escorted by a European police officer. 

(6} European prisoners travelling by railway will be 
carried second class. / 

(¢) On all océasions on which a European soldier may 
have to be canveyed in custady, before or after conviction, 
application will invariably be made to the local Military 
authorities fora military escort, and only alter receipt of 
intimauion that such escort will not be available will 
Feuropean Police be told off for ihis duty. 

(@) When soldiers, either British or native, are sent 
under military escart from one stalion to another to stand a 
tial on a criminal charge, they will fravel like any other 
party of soldiers on duly, under a warrant Jummished bv the 
Military authorities. Where a soldier is conducied by a 
police escort, the charge will be Civil. An individual 
soldier summoned by the Civil authorities to appear in a _ 
criminal case, either as 2 witness or as an accused, but, not 
under custody, vall be given a warrant to enable him to 
perform the journey. 

In transit by rail; there will be leit a vacant space in the 
Carriage between the escort and the prisoners, and when the 
‘escort numbers six Constables, two will be always standing 
as sentnes. When the escort is less ihan six Constables, 
there will be one standing sentry, the remainder of |he 

sescort silting down. The sentry will stand out of reach of 
the pnsoners.

1216. The above rules apply wufatis mutandis to the 
escort of prisoners by steamer, but the following addilional 
precautions shall,be taken :— 


On board a steamer such prisoners.as require hand- 
cuffing under the rules coniained in paragraph 1382 will be 
secured by a chain run through their fetters, if lettered, 
otherwisc, through the handcuffs and fastened by a padlock 
at cach end to either the side or centre stanchions of the 
steamer as may be must advisable. Not more than two men 
will be taken off the chain at one time except in cases of 
urgent necessity. When prisoners are taken off one,end of 
the chain, that end will be securely padlocked, and when 
the men arc ready to be put on the chain again, they will be 


put on al the opposiie end to that [rom which they were - 
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released, and only when that end is securely padlocked may 
another two be taker off. \" 

(i) When any. batch of prisoners is’ sent by steamer 
the District SeperintendenLof Police will be responsible for 
seeing that ihe escorts, whether Cuil Police or» Military 
Police, are fully equipped and that a Civil Police Officer 
invariably accompanies the escort on board., The rank of 
Uhe Civil Police Officer accompanying the escort is deter- 
nuned as follows :—

If at any time an officer of the rank laid down above is 
not ayailable the duty of sccing the prisoners on beard will 
be carried out by an officer of the next junior rank. On 
board (he s{eamer the accempanyiny officer will make over 
the prisoners to the cilicer-in-charge cf the escort after 
having first salisied himself that the handcuffs, chains,

(iii) The means of securing a prisoner shall not bg 
removed exccpt in an exceptional emergency such as the 
Steamer sinking or going on fire.

1237, Under section 25 of the Police Act it is the duty 
of every Police Officer to lake charge of all onclaimed 
properly and io furnish an inventory thereof to lhe District 
Magislrmle. Property cannet be said to be unclaimed if apy 
person or several persons claim in what seems reasonably to 
be goad faith to retain or oblain possession of if. These 
provisions do not therefore enable the police to take charge 
of property under lock and key nor, where there are rival 
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claimants lo property fwheiher claiming-as owner or by 
right of possession merely}, if one has actual possession, do 
hey permit the pplice lo disturb his actual possession- by 
faking charge of the properly, If thereare rival claims {o 
obiain possession, the police have no aulhority to step in 
and prevent any claimant from getting (he advantage of 
aclual pessession®; all they may do is to prevent a breach of 
lhe peace or si mere scramble for possession (in other words 
“ thefl “) on the part of persons having uo reasonable claim 
(vide Chapters V and XIII, Criminal Procedure Code}. 
Secfion 25 of the Act appears to have been drawn widely on 
Purpose to leave it to Le good seuse of the police to decide 
when action under tiis section is required to prevenl 
property from being disposed of by persons with no lcgal 
claim to it ; bul the police will not take possession of 
property if there-is arfy reasonable bowa fide claim, or if 
there are reasonable boa fide claims, {o ils” possession, 
When there are several claimants té {he property of a 
deceased person, the police will sugeest that one or other of 
the parties apply to the District Judge for orders under the 
- Succession Act, 1925, or the Adiministrator-General's Aci, 
1913. When the police have taken charge of property 
under section 75 as being unclaimed, and some person 
thercafter comes fonvard with a reasonable claim thereto, 

the police will leave his claim lo be seltled by the District 
Magistralc lo whoin an inventory of the property has been 
supphed. This procedure is still more necessary if rival 
claimanis appear. ‘

CHAPTER LIX. 


Prosecutions and Conduct of Cases in Court. 


1307. In simple and unimpertant cases no prosecutor 
is necussary. The charge. Sheet gives all the information 
that is required by the Magistrate as to the nature of the 
case and (he sequence of the evidence and no prosecutor is 
required to siate or conduct the case. It is of the etmost 
importance that all Magistrates should realise that in every 
case, whether a prosecutor is present or nol, it is their duly 
to do all in their power to ascertail the truth. 
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1308. In serious cases, when the District Magistrate is 
of opinion that the assislance of special Counsel is nucessary 
- to couduct the prosecution either before a Magistrate or in 
the Sessions Court, the previous orders of Government will 
be taken, 

. No Police Officer may retain the services of Counsel at 
the expense of Government without the sanction of Govern- 
ment, which will be oblained throngh the District 
Magistrate. 


1309. In important cases, an officer of the police- 
station sending up the case, who is acquainted with the 
facts of the investigalion as sei forth in the case disrics, may 
be deputed to attend the Court. He may give such infor- 
mation as may be required or draw attention to any fact 
which may ha¥e been overlooked, but he may not examine 
OF cross-examune witnesses nor address the Court without 
first oblaining permission to do so. 


1310. Prosecuting Inspectors of Police and Sub- 
Inspectors of Police will not be employed on ministerial 
duties im connection with the Court. They will not 
accompany Magistrates on 1our, nor be regarded in any way 
as the personal orderly officers of Magistrates. 


1311. If it appears desirable or necessary to the 
successful proseculion of offenders in a case exclusively 
, table by the Court of Sessions hat one or more persons 
accused of the oflence be admilted as an approver to give 
evidence for the prosecution, the District Superintendent of 
Res, Police, or an Assistant or Deputy Superintendent, will make 
application to the District Magistrate or other officer under 
section 337, Criminal Procedure Code, for the grant: of a 
pardon under the terms mentioned in that section, 


I3'2. A Police Officer wearing a helmet or hatina 
Court will, while the Judge or Magistrate is present, remove 
it except when he is on duty under arms with a pearly or 
escorl inside the Court.

1339. The General Diary is a record in regular sequence’ 
in point of fime of all wark done at the Station or outpost, 
and of ai! intormation received, and as such, itis ihe most 
important register tn the station or outpost, It will readily 
O¢ understood therefore thal great care snd accuracy is 
essential in fits upkeep. 

_ The General Diary will be closed and re-opened af 
O a.m. daily. 


1340. The General Diary book contains 100 pages 
numbered in duplicate each alternate page being perforated 
onthe inner side. Entries will be made in pencil, dupl:- 
cale copies of such cntries being obtained by the use of 
carbon paper, Each entry will be Signed by the officer who 
Wrote jt but if an entry is made under the direction of 
4uother officer, the officer directing the entry will also sign 
il. Asa rule, however, all entries, as far as possible, will be 
made by ihe officer-in-charge himself. On the diary for the

CHAPTER LXII. 


Remand, Atrest, and Confinement of Prisoners. 
*% SEcrion I.—REMANDS, 


_ 1347: Under section 167, Code of Criminal Procedure, 
if an accused person is arresled and the invesligation cannot 
be completed within 24 hours, the officer-in-charge of the ; 
Police-staiion shall sendihe accused lo the nearest Magisirate, 
and, if necessary, ask foraremand. The application will be 
made on Form ome lt cidwill te accemprekd ty Cree 
Diaries in the case up to the dale on which the remand is 
applied for. The application will be retained by the 
Magistrate who will give the police in lieu a magisterialfornm 
{Criminal Form.No. 71) on which he will pass his orders. 
The Magistrate wilkalso note on the back ol the last Case 
Diary the fact of his having granled a remand and the date 
up to which the remand has been granted. “ 


-» 1348. The Magpistrate’s order (Criminal Form No. 71}. 
will be keptand filed by the police as their authority for 
detaining the accused. The remand order will, on expiry of 
the term of remand, or when the prisoner is rcleased, be = 
returned by the police 1o-the Magisirate who-issued it, with 
an endorsement by the police showing-lhow the order has. 
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been carricd out. In cases where the accused #8 sent for — 

trial the remand order avill be atlached to the police records 

sent with the accused to the Magistrate having jurisdiction. 
6 


1349. When asking for a remand, il is not necessary to 
send up the complainant, or any witties$e5, nor is it 
necessary, before granting a remand, for the Magistrate to: 
lake any evidence. Itisonly necessary for lhe officcr-in- 
charge of the police-station to submit “ all the Case Diaries in 
the case up to the date on which the remand is applicd for, 
which would show the ground for the application ". The 
Magistrate, if satished with these grounds, may order the 
remand. No remand, however, may be made under section: 
£67 until the accused has been brought before a Magistrate 
and has had the opportunity of showing gause against the 
accusation. 


1350. The diary referred loin ihe preceding paragraph 
is the Case Diary, which isa confidential paper. In order 
that the conlents of the diary may not be disclosed to the 
detriment of the investigation, the copy of it sent with the 
application for remand will-be handed to the Magistrate by 
the Police Officer who produces the accused before him. 
The copy will be handed to the Magistrate in person and not 
fo a clerk ; and after passin gorders the Magistrate will return 
ihe papers to the officer who brought them, 


1351. Remands are granted under section 167, Code of 
Criminal Procedure, to enable Lhe police lo complete Lhe 
invesgation. The police will not apply for remands on the 
ground that ihe witnesses are not presenl. As soonas the 
invesligalion is completed, the police will produce the 
accused before the Magistrate, who will grant an adjournment 
of the trial under section 344, Code of Criminal Procedure, 
if he is unable to lake up the case owing tothe absence of 
witnesses or any other reasonable cause. The remand will 
ordinarily be to the lock-up where the Court is situated, 
unless there is a jail at such place, when the remand will: 
be lo the jail. Regarding remands of accused persons who: 
haye mace confessions or who have offered to make 
confessions and subsequently refused to do so—see paragraph- 
1699. Detenlion in ar outlying police-slation or outpost 
or any olher place will not be authorized except in cases of 
real necessity, as for inslance, where there is reason -to 
believe that lhe accused can point out stolen property or 


* 
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materially assistin elucidaling a case or bringing other 
offenders to justice. In every case the place in which the 
accused is to be confined will be specified in the Magistrate's 
order and warrant. It is the duty. Of the police, on the 
expiry of the ictrm of remand, to produce the accused, 
together with the remand warrant before a Magistrate 
who has jurisdiction. 


‘Section Il.—RecisrerR OF ARRESTS WITHOUT WARRANT 


“1352. Every arrest made without warrant shall be 


reporied at once in Form Ta to the District Magtstrate 


or, if he so directs, to the Subdivisional Magistrate. The 
object of section 62, Code of Criminal Proczdure, is lo place 
upon ihe District Magislrate or, # he so directs, the Sub- 
divisional Magistrate the responsibility for seeing that arrests 
are not made improperly and that accused persons are not 
confined without authorily. The report will be filed by the 
Distnict Magistrate or Subdivision! Magistrate, as the case 
may be. 

fn the space for remarks, the only entry required to be 
made is in cases where an accused is released on bail at 
once. Attention ts drawn to section 59 of the Criminal 
Procedure Code. In the event of an arrest being made bya 
peisons other than a Police Officer, the dateand hour of 
ihe frstarrest and the name of the person who made the 
arrest, as well as the dale, hour of the re-arrest and the name 
and rank of officer making the re-atrest will be entered in 
columns 2, 3 and 4 of the lower half of the form. 


SECTION II].—Tue DETENTION OF PERSONS ARRESTED. 


“1353. A person arrested withvut warrant may nat be 
detained for more ihan 2+ hours without being taken before 
a Magistrate (section 61, Criminal Procedure Codec} except 
by the officer-in-charge of a police-station ta which the 
provisions of section V of the Schedule to the Burma 
(Fronlicr Districts) Criminal Justice Regulations, 1925, 
have becn applied. A person arrested under a warrant 
must be taken before a Magistrate “ without unnecessary 
delay " (section $1, Criminal Procedure Corte}. 


f354. If the offence for which the arrest has been made 
is hailable, the person arrested may at once claim to be 
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released on barl, If the offence is oon-bailable but not 
punishuble with death or transportation for life, che officer- 
m-charge of the police-slation may, if he thinks fit, release 
the prisoners on bail. If the Police Ofhcer uho made the 
arrest has nol authority tq, accept bail, be will at once 
take the prisoner to the nearest police-station (sections . 
60 and 496, Criminal Procedure Code}. 


1355. In the case of a person arrested on warrant, the- 
Police Officer to whom the warmuntis direcied or endorsed 
may lake the bail (:f any) prescribed by the warrant (sec- 
tions 496, 76 and 79, Criminal Procedure Code). 


“4 1356. Any Police Officer making an arrest, not being 
an investigating officer, will al once lake ihe person arresled 
to the officer-in-charge of the police-slation who will take 
action as laid down m the preceding paragraphs. 


(357. Except to obtain a remand or in cases where 
prisoners are transferred by order of the Inspector-General 
of Prisens or Government, no accused or convicted person 
will be taken in custody {rom one district to anoiheror from 
one province to another, except under the wriiten order or 
warrant of the Magistrale or other lawful authority directing 
such Lransfer. : 


1358. Such order of transfer will contain— 


(i) the name of the person senlin custody ; 
{ti) che places (rom and to which such person 1s to be 
laken ; 
(iii) to whom such person is lo be made over at his 
destination ; 
tw the rate of diet per diem ; 
ty) a slalement of the mode of transil to be adopted ; 
(vi} particulars as to any property sent with such 
persons ; 
(vin} Lhe Jaw under which the order is made ; and 
{vill) the signature of the officer making the order or 
carrying out the order of higher authority, 


1359. The practice of arresting a person suspected of 
having commitlect a non-bailable offence in another district, 
and of forwarding him under escort to (hat district, without 
first ascertaining whether he is really “wanted”, is fraught 
with much hardship to the person so arrested and forwarded 
if, on arvival at his destination, itis eventually found [as is 
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very alten the case} that there is nothing whatever againsl 
nim. Hc is released in a praclically penniless condition at 
a place far disiant from his home, and itis possible that, in 
order ta obtain the necessary means to pay his expenses 
aback lo his home, he may be forced ta commut an offence 
against property. In order to avoid the cisk of forwarding 
the wrong person and Jo mitigate as (ar as possible lhe hard- 
ships entailed onan accused person so for.varded, the follow- 
ing rules are laid down and will he sirictly adhered to :--— 

{1} On the arrest of a person suspected o! having 
committed an offence im another district, lhe omcer-m- 
charge of the station, Subdivisional Police Officer, if any, 
or District Superintendent of Police, will (if within touch 
of a telegraph office) at once communicate by telegram with 
the District Superimtendent af Police of the district in 
which tie person arrested is suspected of having committed 
te offence, informing fim of the arrest, and asking him to 
teleemph whether the accused Is ® wanted ” by him or not ; 
the fullest details possible will be given in the telegram. =~ 

(2) On receiptof such telegram, the District Superin- 
tendent of Police will at once cause the necessary enquiries 
‘to be made and will— 

(a) if such enquiries can be completed within 48 
hours reply by lelegram to the officer who 
originally communicated with him asking that 
ihe accused be either forwarded or released 
as the case may be ; or 

(d)‘if such enquiries cannot, owing lo dislance or 
other causes, be completed within 48 hours, 
will telegraph back asking Lhat the accused be 
released on bail pending Jurther communi- 
cahon. 

(3) On receipt of a reply such as is described in the 
immediately preceding sub-clause, ihe arresting authorities, 
if they have the power to da so, will release the accused al 
bail, the bail accepted being of course commensurate with 
the sravity of the offence with which the suspecl iS charged. 
Failure to Jurnish bail will necessitate detenhon in custody, 

{4) On receipt of the further communication refened

£9 in clause 2 (b}, should the accused be “ wanted" he will 
be re-arrested at once, if on bail, and forwarded tozether 
with all Une papers in connection wilh lits case. Showld he 
not be “ wanted", he wifl be allowed to go, and his bail 
bonds will be forwarded to a Magistrate for discharge 
(scction 173, Criminal Procedure Code).

(5) Tf after transfer of the accused to the district in 
which he is “ wanted "' tlie case against him be classified as 
“mistaken " or-' false’, subsistence allowance at a rate 
mot exceeding annas eight per diem and his travelling 
expenses for his return journey to his home will be paid to 
him. : 


1360. Accused persons sent for trial or transferred 
from one place to anather in custody will, as far as possible, 
be despatched by train, steamer, or bus. ° 


“1361. Any corrupt or malicious detention of a person 
in custody is, contrary ta law and is punishable with 
imprisonment or fine under sections 220 and 342, Penal 
Code. 


1362, The Judges of the High Court are empowered 
lo inspect all places in which prisoners are confined in 
police cuMody [or the purpose of ascertaining that such 
persons are in legal custody. “ 


SeEcTIoN I[V.—SEARCHING THE PERSON. 


1363. Directly a person is arrested ona charge of 
having commitled a rion-bailable offence, he will be 
thoroughly searched. Whenever possible, this search will 
be conducled in the presence of two witnesses noi con- 
nected with the Police. Whenever such witnesses cannot 
be procured, the fact will be slated in the Case Diary. 


1364. Female searchers will bs employed in searching 
women, and the search will be made with strict regard to 
decency (seclion 52, Criminal Procedure Code). 


1365, If the offence is bailable, but the prisoner can- 
not furnish bail, the procedure wil] be the same as if the 
offence were non-bailable, 


1366. All property found on the person searched (not 
being necessary wearing apparel) will be taken {rom the 
posoner, and after being carefully marked and labelled so 
thal its identity isa mualter of certainty, will be placed in 
the exhibit-box. An abstract list of the property will be 
entered in the General Diary and a detailed list in Register 
vo. 32, The orders of the Magistrate under section 523, 
ri ai Procedure Code, will then be obtained (paragraph 
1897),

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SECTION ¥.—CONFINEMENT OF PRISONERS. 


1367. On arrival al Lhe police-statién the prisoner, .if 
not released on bail, will, alter being searched, immediately 
be confined in the lock-up. On no account will he be — 
allowed to remain at large in any part of the building. No 
prisoner will be permitted Lo leave the lock-up after might- 
fal, except under special and emergent circumstances. 
Wounded or sick prisoners will, whenever possible, be sent 
for trealment to the Jail hospiial and not to the Civil 
hospilal, a warranl for this purpose being obtained from a 
competent Magistrate. 


“ 1368. The following rules are prescribed for the treat- 
ment of female undertrial prisoners in Police custody :— 


{]) A woman arrestéd by the Police will be released 
on bail, with or without sureties, in all cases in which the 
law permits if, unless there is reason to suppose that she 
will abscond and she cannot find sureties. 

{2} [fa female prisoner is nol released on bail she 
will be sent, whenever practicable, lo the nearest jail where 
there are suitable arrangements for her accommodation. 

(3) Lf not sent to a jail, a female prisoner will, if any 
matried Constabie is willing to receive her in his louse, be 
detained there instead of being confined ina lock-up. The 
remuneration to be paid to the Conslable undertaking the 
charge of afemale prisoner in such cases will not excecd 
Re. 1 per day for every day or. part of a day during which 
she is detained, without food. 

(4) If no married Constable is willing to receivea 
female prisoner, she will be confined in the lock-up. In 
that case— 

{a} she will always be confined ina separale cell 
apart from the male pnsoners; and if there 
is no separate cell and the only cellis occupied 
by a male prisoner, she will be kept outside 
the cell ; 

(6) arrangements will be made by a screen or olher- 

| wise to ensure privacy ; 

{c) proper arrangements will be made in the way of 
Jatrine accommodation ; 

(d) if there are no other female prisoners in the 
lock-up, two 'respeciable clderly women 
willbe engaged ata fce nol excceding Re. 1 
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per day for every day or part of a day during 
Which the prisoner is confined in the lock-up, 
to stay and sleep in the police-station, 


1469. Expenses incurred under rules 3 ard 4 (ct) of the 
above rufes will be debited to the head “ 234. Jails (Lock- 
ups)—. Charges for Police Custody { Dict, Conveyance and 
Custody of Undertrial Prisoners)—(2} Diet and Other 
Charges *’. 

1370. Persons confined in the lock-up of a police- 
slafion or in course of transii (in custody) to a Magistrate's 
Court, will be properly fed and looked after, and allowed to 
perform their daily ablutions, They will not be subjected 
fo more resiraint than is necessary to prevent their escape 
(section 50, Criminal Provedure Code). Persons who are 
kept tor sever! days ina lock-up under a remand order will 
be takep oul for ait and exercise daily. The ig ens 
Wile 10 exercise prisoners is tt the hour of guerd changing 
when both the relieved and reheving uard can be 
emploved, F 

1371. The Station Wriler is responsible that fresh 
water is placed in the cage every morning and any stale 
water removed ; that the cage is clean; that conservancy 
buckets are kept and properly looked alter; and that there 
ae i supply of disinfecting Auid or pawder (paragraph 
1196). 


SECTION VI.—Locr-up REGISTER—REGISTER No. 6. 


1372, The Lock-up Register (Formpmeds) 18 a record 


of admissions lo, and departures from, the lock-up, of accused 
persons in the custody of the Police. 

Ft is not designed to act as a record of all the movuments 
of a prisoner whilst in the custody of the police, informatien 
of which cun he obtained from the police records in the 
case. 

An abstract lis! of prisoners in the cage each day will be 
preparcd from this register and hung up on the door of the 
cage. 


1474, Entrics in columns 1 to [0 of the register will be 
made at the time the event noted actually occurred and not 
at the end of the day. Entriesin column 10 will be as brief 
as possible ; detwls are not required. When a prisoner 
leaves the lock-up the number of meals supplied fo ne will 
be entered in column 11.

1376. The Police will pay for the dieting of the accused 
from the perntanent advance supplied them for this purpose. 


SEcTION VII.—MiscELLaAxeous INTRUCTIONS, 


1377, Whenever any escort over prisoners passes a 
police-station, the faci will be entered in the General 
Diary of the stalion, It will be mentioned whether the 
prisoners were fed, and, if so, whal food was given them and 
un whose presence. In this way il is possible to check 
complainis of failing lo give food Lo persons on their way to 
Court, When itis found necessary to send off prisoners in 
the morning.before the usual breakfast hour, the food 
contractor will be warned the night previous to suppl, a 
Meal early in Lhe morning, which can be taken either before 
slarting or partaken of ¢# reste. Similarly, when prisoners 
are brought tn a police-slation alter the usual dinner hour, 
and its found that they have not been supplied with food, 
food will invaciabla be supplicd. In some cases short 
marches and proper resis are necessary, and sometimes 
prisoners ina weak state of health need to be provicted with 
CalTiage. . 
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If a newly sentenced prisoner, uho is made over to the 
custody of the Polfce for escort lo a jail, appears to be unfil 
to travel on account of illness, he will not be allowed Lo 
trayel until a Medical Gfiicer cerhfies that he is, fitia do goa. 
A report will be made to the sentencing Magistrate when a 
prisoner is detained in such circumstantes. a 


1378. When Mavisirates are in camp, prisoners on 
trial before them will not be moved abaus [rom one camping 
place to another. Each prisoner will be sent lo either the 
nearesl lock-up or the police-slalion where the case will 
again be brought fonvard. The offer-in-charge of 
prisoners in camp willsee that proper arrangements arc 
made under the Magistrale's orders for the dict of the 
prisoners, for tlicir protection from inclement weather, and 
for their convevance to Lhe nearest lock-up. 


1379. When an order is obtained for the delention of a 
pnisoner in Police custody, the prisoner will, whenever 
passible, be confined in a police-stalion lock-up and not in 
a private house orin any building nol designed for the 
custody of prisoners.

1380. Section 29 of the Police Act provides that any 
Police Officer who shall offer unwarrantable personal 
violence to any personin his custody sivall be liable, on 
conviction before a Magistrale, to three months’ imprison- 
ment, or to fine, or to both; or allernalively lo prascculion 
under the Penal Code. Apart from his crimunal liability, 
the maltreatment of defenceless prisoners is a dishonourable 
act which cannot in any way be extenuated and will 
ordinarily be punished with dismissal, whatever the rank or 
antecedents of the culpril. Police Ofhvers of all ranks will 
exert themselves fo prevent the vood name of the furce 
being sulhed by the fatnlest show of harshness or violence

‘1382. The following rules are laid down regarding hancl- 
cuffing and jréning of prisoners, and officers are particularly 
enjomed to see thal handcuffs and irons are nol used except 
when such use is specially permilted by these niles and is 
really necessary :— 

I, No person arrested by a Police Officer on a charge 
of having commitied a bailable olfence will be handcuffed 
unless for some special reason it is believed that he is likely 
ta escape, or to offer violence. 

If. No person arrested on a Charge of having 
commutted a non-bailable offence will be handcuffed if, 
Nom his Known :intecedents, his respectable position in life 
and seUled occupation, il is improbuble thal he will altempt 
lu cocape of offer violence. 

Hil. No person will be handcuffed who, by reason of 
age, sex or infirmity. can be securely kepl in custody with- 
out handcuffs. 

IV. A person known to be refractorv, violent or 
dangerous will be handcuffed and chained to his bed while 
undec treatmentin Ciyil Hospital woless the Medical Officer 
in charge has declared in wriling that to the best of his

V. No prisoner under trail will be handeufled while 
he is being escorted to and from ihe Court by the Police. 
unless there is a reasonable expeclation that lie will use 
violence, Or an attempt to escape, or thal an allempt will be 
made to rescue Mim.

The handcuffs will be closed on the 
whist with a snap, care being laken to prevenPany injury to 
the wrist. Dy this practice there is less likelihuad of the 
keys weartng out rapidly. Handcufls, when not in use, Will 
never be kept closed ; they shauld be kept open and ready 
for use. 

IV. Handcuffs will never be used as padlocks on doors, 
etc., and otticers will be severely punished if they infringe 
this rule. 

VY. The loss of a key will be at once reported, and the 
handcuffs sent to the Mistrict Superintendent, On no 
account willa new key be locally made to replace the one Jost. 

VI. When handcuffs are found uftserviceable they will

VIL. A large number of escapes have occurred through 
Personers slippig their hands through handcuffs.

1411. The First Informition Hook is tle register laid 
down by section 134 of the Criminal Procedure Code

a police-station, shall be reduced to writing by hin or under 
his direction, and be read over to the informant ; and every 
such information, whether given in writing or reduced to

[413. If ihe-informant protesses lu be able to recognize 
an offender a description of the person recognized will be 
recorded in lhe First Information Report. -He will, however, 
on no account be pressed to do so, nor encourmged lo give a ‘ 
vague, misleading or inaccurate description. . [f the infor- 
mant’s impression of the oflender was formed in a poor light, “ 
or ala considerable distance, or in circumstances militating 
against the probability of an accurate description hemg.

1414. Itis important thai information of the commission 
of a cognizable case be recorded without delay. 2 

The information may be merely hearsay, given by some 
one personally unacquainted with Lhe facis, it may be @ 
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Statement of a person with a slight knowledge of the facts, 
Or a person With full knowledge thereof, but whatever the 
nature of the information is, it must be recorded at once 
under -the provistons of section 154, Criminal Procedure 
Code : ee 

The practice often followed, when the information 
received is hearsay, or ofherwise appears to be unsalis- 
factory, ol omitting {o record ihe information till a visil Lo 
the scene of crime has been made and an eye-witness 
examined, is illegal. . 

A First Information Report is not substantive evidence 
of the facls relating io lhe commission of the crime 
mentioned therein. [1 is evidence of what was said in tl € 
first report fo the police and of the date aud time of report 
and i» theretare frequenily a document of the highest 
Uiperiunce. buc in regard to ihe facts of the case if is nat 
evidence al all and it can only be used to corraborate or 
contradict the evidence on oath of the person who made it 
under the provisiuns of sections 145, (55 and 157 of the 
Evidence Act. . 

Any failure to record an information at ance may five 
mse to the plausible argument that no First Information 
Report was recorded until the investigation has been made 
and a case against the accused concocted. 

Furthermore, any statement made to the police during an 
tavestiuration which inctudes a so-catled information recorded . 
ater investigafion has begun, is precluded from con$fder- 
ation as evidence under section 162, Criminal Procedure 
Code. 


(415. When a Magistrate acting under section 155(2}

Any Criminal Court may send for the police-diaries of a 
case under enguiry or trial in such Court, and may use such 
diaries notas evidence in the case, but to aid it in such 
enquiry or trial. 

Neither the accused nor his agents shall be entitled to 
call for such diaries, nor shall he or they be entitled to see 
Ahem merely because they are referred to by the Court; 
buP if tiex are used by the police-oficer who made lem, 
torefresh his memory or if the Courl use them for the 
purpose of contradicting such police-officer the provisions 
of the Evidence Act, seclion 161 or section 145, as tle case 
may be, shall apply. 


(425. Stateménts of wilmesses recorded in case diaries 
or otherwise may be called for by ihe accused under section 
162, Criminal Procedure Code, and such slalements, 
whether recorded, in brief crin full, in note books, on 
yellow paper, or in case diaries, etc., must be preserved. 
Statements will not ordinarily be reduced Lo wriling except 
in Sessions and Special Podwer cases when they will be 
recorded in full on yellow paper. Statements of 
wilnesses will not ordinarily be recorded m case diaries, 
which are primarily for recording the circumstances ascer- 
tained, it being sufficient in ordinary cases to record in 
them the facis which can be proveci and the names of 
witnesses who can prove them. 


1426. Ifa wiiness professes to be uble to recognize an 
offender although ignorant of his name, a description of the 
person recognized will be entered in the “Case Diary.” 
Deliberate neglect or omission on the part of ai investiga- 
ting officer io enter full descriptions in cases of this kind 
will be treated as serious misconduct, If a person lias been 
examinechor questioned, but denies all knowledge of the 
case, this fact will be noted in the diary. 


1427. lia superior officer arrives al the scene ofa 
crime and decides to take over the investigation, the

Punches for Preparing dies, dies for slriking coins, 
and moulds for casting coins. 

Any other imptements are of no use io the Mint and 
orders for their destruction er otherwise will be obtained 
{from the Magistrate concerned. ‘ 


1460. The appearance of forged noles will be the 
subject of such enquiry,as the Police deem necessary and 
desirable. The inveshgation of certain cases is hopelcss 
ab tnifio andin such cases no first information report need 
be opencd, and no investigation need be made. 


1461. The Circle Inspector will pass orders as_ to 
whether a first information report should be opened, or nol, 
and will exercise proper discrimination and judgment, in the 
task of selecting the right class of case for investigation. 


1462. This system will euable the Police lo be in a posi- 
lion to concentrate all therr efforis on cases which there 1s 
some prospect of bringing to a successful issue, It 15 mani- 
fesily betler to concentrate on sustained and sifling enquiries 
by expert officers in potentially productive cases, than lo 
undertake investigaGon into all cases, however hopeless. 


1463. District Superinlendenis and Subdivisional 
Police Officers will exercise a close and intelligent super- 
vision over the work of their subordinates tn the investigation 
of all cases of note forgery.

The essential point in the circulatioh of lists of stolen 
property or catile is speed. If the officer-in-charge of the 
Police Station decides that cerlain of the stolen articles are

° least possible delay ic lhe Police Stations to the jurisdictions a 
of which he considers the property is ikely toe bc laken. In 
all important cases free use wil] be made of the lefegraph. It 
will rot be possible ina feleyram to give delailed descrip- 
tions of stolen property bil the numbers of articles stolen 
and the names, such as anklets; bangles or ear-rings will be

For instante, 
an ornament may have been broken or repaired, a metal 
vessel may have been dented or scratched by a blow or by 
a fall, a paso or Pawa torn and mended. Some individuality 
af construclion is often to be found in the work of certain 
craftsmen. The informant will be required, too, lo state the 
value of cach article; and ihe weight, and name of maker (if 
he can give lhem) of any gold or silver ornament stolen. 

The list wilt be made out separately {rom the rest of the 
information, and will be entered in either the Register of 
Slolen Property or-ihe Register of Lost Cattle as the case 
may be. "en .

Finger Prints and the, Identification of O1d 
Offenders and of Exhibits. 


. Section I].—Previous CONVICTIONS 


[527. A person who has been previously convicled of 
an offence punishable under Chapter XII (offences relating 
lo cuin and Government stamps) or under Chapter XVII of 
the Penal Code {oHences against property) with imprison- 
ment for a term of three years or upwards and is again 
convicted of an offence under either of these two Chapters 


similarly punishable, is liable to enhanced punishment 


{section 75, Penal Code). 

- Furthermore. under section 348, Criminal Procedure 
Code, persons of the above class are liable to be tned by 
Snperior Courts-empowered to pass heavier sentences. 

Again, ainder sections 3,4 and 5, Act IV of 1909 (the

victed of certain offences therein named, is again guilty of

1530, ij it is intended to bring the proof of a previous 
conviction to ihe notice of the trying Court for the purpose 
of affecting the punishment which such Court is competent 
to award, the fact, date, and place of the previous conviction 
will be stated, and the proof adduced before the charge 
against ihe prisoner isframed. When these particulars of a 
previous conviction are to hand, but the requisite copy of 
the sentence or certificate is not ready, an adjournment will 
be asked for afler ihe Magistrate bas taken the evidence for 
the prosecution. 


$531, Section 51L, Code of Criminal Procedure, lays 
down the manner in which a previous conviction (when one 
has been traced) is to be proved before a Court. A copy 
of the recorded sentence, cerlified as a “true copy” by the 
“Judicial Record Keeper, or failing that, a certificate of 
previous conviction (Form gamely Signed by the officer in 
charge of the jail where the accused underwent his previous 
sentence. will be filed ; and evidence will be given (either by 
accused’s:2dinjission o ,by evidence of identity) that the 
accused is achially ihe person to whom the copy or certih- 
cate menlioned above refers. An admission by an accused 
person of a previous conviction, or the mere recording of 
the fact in the-Charge Sheet that previous convicttons have 
been proved against the accused, doesnot suffice, In places. 
where there is a jail it is advisable that an accused suspected 
of having a.previous convictton against him be taken there 
for idenfjfication before being taken to Court. 


1532. In places where there are jails but undertrial 
prisoners are nat confined in the jail, such prisoners will 
always be shown io the jail authorities before being taken to 
Court. Many old offenders have been identified in this 
way who were unknown to the local Police. 


SecTion II.—FAMILIARITY WITH THE. APPEARANCE OF

1533. Investigating and Surveillance Officers and their

1541. The appliances required for taking finger prints 
comprise a tin or a glass Slab, an India rubber roller anda 
pot of printer's ink These will be kept scrupulously Clean, 
and free from dust, gril and hairs. The slab will be freshly 
cleaned before use each day, all particles of old ink being 
subbed off. The roller when not in use will be wrapped up 
in a piece of clean oiled paper. Both slab and roller will 
periodically be cleansed with soap, benzine, or kerosene. 
The pot of ink will he kept tightly closed when not in ase- 


1542, The slab should be perfectly smooth and will be 
free of dust beiore use. A Small quantity of ink will 
then be put on the slab with the point of a knife and the 
roller used to bring it down to the finest possible film, so 
that the tin is dimly visible through the ink. Experience 
has shown that it is easier Lo start with a very small quantity 
of ink and to increase it as necessary. If too much ink has 
heen put on the slab, a sheet of paper laid on tt and rolicd 
over with the roller will generally reduce it sufficiently. If 
_ the ink is dry and thick, it will be found that with a little 
perseverance it can be worked up smooth on the slab. 


1543. The fingers of the subject will be rubbed clean 
and dry, as the slighlest perspiration on the finger will cause 
blotches and blur the print Only the inner portton of the 
upper phalanges of the fingers will be inkecL 


1544, Prints for record wil! invariably be taken on the 
authorized finger print slip (Form In the slip 
space has been provided for the “ rolled” prints of all the 
ten digits as well as for the “ plain ” prints of the four fingers 
of both hands. The headings of the slp are self- 
explanatory. 


1545. For convenience “in taking “ ralled" prints the 
slip will be folded at the line indicated and the fold placed 
in line with the edge of the table. .

1546. The “rolled” prints of the right hand will be 
taken first, each finger being inked and impressed before the 
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next finger in rojation is inked. When the “rolied” prints 


of the right hand have been taken, the operator will take the 
“lam” prints of the four fingers of that band simul- 
tancously im Lhe spaces provided for them on the slip. When 
the right hand hasbeen finished, the operator will proceed 
dodAake the prints of the left hand in a similar manner. 


1547. When the finger prints of both hands have been 
taken, the slip will be turned over and the subject's name, 
residence, age and details of convictions, elc., will be filled 
in. All names whether of persons or places will be written 
very legibly, all entries will be as"concise as possible, and 
conviclions will be entered in the chronological order. 


1548. The details of convictions, efc., will be carefully 
verified, and the officer verifying them Wil enter in ced ink 
the leller “'V," his name and offteial rank in the first 
column against each recorded conviction. 


1549. The verification will usually be made from the 
convict's warrant and descriptive-roll, which contains, or 
should contain, the whole of the convict's previous conyic- 
lions Where this cannot be donc, the slip will be 
forwarled to the District Superintendent of Police of the 
District in which the convict was last convicted for 
verification from the judicial and jail records. 


1550. The following points will be specially noted in 
preparing &nger impression slips :— 

{a) Impressions will invariably be taken with the tip 
of the finger pointing to the lop of the form.

.. 4584, Experience bas shown thal identification of 
finger prints is, offen of great assislance in the detection of 
erime. It is, therelose, very important that al! investigating 
officers shoukd arke use ofthis aid to fetection whenever 
possible, and to this end the following explanatory directions 
are issued. , 


1585. The finger prints of unidentified bodics will be 
sent to the Bureau for identification. Ordinarily there is not 
much difficulty in aking impressions from~the fingers of a 
corpse, but it Sometimes happens thal the skin of the fingers 
is so contracted and wrinkled, that decipherable prints 
cannot be obtained. In such cases, a Medical-Officer will 
be asked’ to dissect the skin from the fingers. The pieces of 
skin fram the ten digits will then be carefully enclosed in 
separately numbered envelopes and sent to thejBureau for 
examination ~“ . 

1586. The finger prints of unidentified bodies will 
invariably be taken under the supervision of an officer, not 
below the rank of a Station Writer. Finger prints of all 
digits will be taken, even if it is decided 10 dissect the skin 
of the fingers ; and the supervising officer-will certify by fits 
signature on the séarch slip that the impressions .bave been 
correctly taken inhis presence. The supervising-offtcer will 
further note in the remarks column of the. search .alip the 
condition of the body whethcr.in advanced stage of-decom- 
position or otherwise.” 


1587. Whenever a conjecture as to the identity of the - 
body can be made, the finger impressions forwarded to the 
Burean will be accompanied hy any documents bearing the 
supposed person’s finger impressions that can be obtained.

Finger prints upon the surface of glass bottles. brass 
vessels, tin boxes, etc., are often visible to the naked tye, 
and prinis from bloodstained or Breasy and dirty fngers 
Seneraily show up clearly on most surfaces. 


1589. In handling articles criminals frequently leave 


finger impressions which are invisible fo the naked eye. 
Paper, wooden and certain metallic surfaces may Often bear 
imperceptible prints of this description, [n such cases, 
those articlus which are thought to be likely to bear impres- 


" signs, will be Nightly dusted all over with finely powdered 


graphite or grey powder {mercury and chalk). After allow- 
ing the powder to settle for a minute or two, it will be 
gently blown or shaken off, and then, if impressions exist 
they will appear outlined by the particles of the powder 
employed. The following fable embodying the results of 
experumenis made at Phillour shows the best powder to use

The headman's register merely gives him 
the criminals of tliat tract, but not those of adjacent tracts. ‘ 
In crimes of great imporlance all available policemen will be 
detailed for this checking-up process. The examination of 
cards will precede the visit to the scene of cfime, if time is 
available. ; 

{c) Whenever an accused or suspect is named, the 
officer taking up the investigation will consult the index 
cards to ascertain the past record, if.any, of the accused or 
suspect. Thisis important because the card may give a 
Caution against relying On some one related to the accused 
or may furnish the name of some enemy who will be cager 
to assist, . 


(4) The essenlial attitude towards the card index must 
be that it is a valuable storehouse of knowledge culled from 
past investigations. This must be the attitude when cards 
are being written up and when they are consulted. They 
are in essence tabloid history sheets.

In other cases investigatior will continue until 
all clues have been [cllowed up and, have led to no 
resull, Cases of little wunportance in which no clue 
has been found may be closed as undetected alter a 
week or ten days. Cases of importance (this does not 
apply only to important crimes, bul also lo cases in 
which a Jarge amount of property has been stolen or which 
appear lo be parlof a sequence of crimes commilicd by 
habilual criminals, etc.} will ordinarily not be closed until 
the lapse of a month from the date of report and, if neces- 
sary, the investigation will conlinue for several weeks. 

Investigation may safely be extended in policc-stalions 
where crime islight. On the other hand the practice of 
requiring investigating officers to dissipate their energies 
amongst a large number of pending cases, many of which 
are unlikely to be detecied, is conducive to inefficiency in 
the deteclion of more promising cases and will be avoided. 


1701. En all cases of “important crime” and in all 
cases Of a grave nalure, vide paragraph 363 of the Burma

17QZ, Whena case bas been closed as undetected, 
systematic and day to day enquiries into il cease. The case 
will not, however, be regarded as dead, and Police Officers 
will be expected lo be on the alert for information, and to 
reopen any case closed as undetected il they receive any 
information juslifying it. e 

It Irequently happens that months or even years after the 
comnussion of a crime, information is oblained which enables 
the case to be sent upfortnal. Most frequently, this is so 
in cascsjn which evidence was sufficient but the suspect 
was not apprehended, 

Police Officers will, however, bear in mind that the 
recollection of witnesses fades with time and that unless the 
. facls are remembered or their deposilions have already been 
recorded under section 512, Criminal Procedure Code, it 
will often be difficult to prove old cases. Before sending up 
such cascé investigating officers will therefore, re-examine all 
the available witnesses soas lo decide whether or not the 
evidence avaulable is sufficient to justify sending the accused 
Tor trial.

Whilst a search is in progress outsiders will be rigorously 
excluded and the witnesses will he réquired to-watch atten- 
tively every detail of the search. * 


(709. Should anything be discovered, it is necessary

1.712. The law doesnot require the search to be by 
daylight though, 4s there is less likelihood of things being 
overlooked in a good light, il is advisable asarule not to 
make a search at night 

When il has been decided to search a house on the 
following day a watch will be kepl over it to prevent any- 
thing being removed from or introduced into it by night.

1716, If the arlicle found is a weapon bearing stains of 
what appears to be blood and the case is one in which such 
a discovery would be relevant, care will be taken fo protect 
the siains from obliteraiion by, wrapping the weapon in a 
suifable material, collon woui lor preference, and inaking it 
up into a parcel which will be sealed in the usual way to 
prevent any tampering with it. 


1717. The powers of search given to the Police do not 
extend {fo Lhe disintermeni of a corpse in order to discover 
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the cause of death. Before this can be done, the authoriza- 
ion of a Magisirate empowered to hold ingquets will ordi- 
narily be obtaincd under section 176, Code of Criminal 
Procedure. But if the delay which such a reférence sould , 
involve is excessive, if the spot where the corpse is believed 
to lie-is nota bifrial ground, and ff the relatives of the 
deceased are desirous that the exhumation should: take 
place, the authorization of the Magistrale may be anticipated 
by umme¢ediate action. In conducting the exhumation, the 
investigating officer will be guided by the-rules on the 
subject contained*in Chapter LXXII which deals with 
inquests ; and the exhumed body will be made the subject 
of an invesiigalion and report under section 174, Code of 
Criminal Procedure. 


SEcTION VI[.—EvipeNcre oF IDENTITY. 


1718. Cases in which the proof rests chiefly on the 
identification of persons or things are often thrown out by 
Courts because the identificalion is not properly made 
oul. df the identification bya witness of a person or 
of an article of property is to be satisfactorily established, it 
must be shown that the witness was (or is) able tp pick out 
the person or thing fram among a number of others similar 
in appearance. Ilis useless to put forward prisoners in the 
dock for identification by wilnesses who have seen them in 
the course of the Police investigation, unless evidence is 
adduced to prove thai when the witnesses were first 
conironted wilh the prisoners, they fairly and honestly 
picked them out, without any indication being piven that 
they were the men whom the Police wished and expected 
to be identified. "¢ 

To ensure compliance with these orders, Form Crime 98 
will invariably be filled in by the officer conducting an 
identification parade of persons and Form Crime 99 at 
identifications of exhibits. 


1719. Whenever it is necessary to submit a person 
suspected of having been concerned in any offence to 
identification, particular care will be taken, pending the 
arrival of the identifying witnesses, to kecp the suspect in 
some place where they cannot have access to him. On 
their arrival the suspect will be mixed up with eight or ten 
Persons similarly dressed, and the identification carried out, 
‘whenever possible, in the presence of a Magistrate ; or, if no 
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Magistrate is available, in the presence of two or more 
respectable persons unconnected with the case, whe will be 
asked to satisly themselves that the identification has been 
conducied under condifions precluding the possibility af 
collusion. Care will be taken that the ideritificalion by each 
witness is done out of sight and hearing of the other identi- 
fying witnesses. The foregoing rules apply only to instances 
in which suspecis have been arrested and have lo be 
confronted wilh wiinesses who express Lhemselves able to 
recopnize them by appearance, alihough not previously 
acquainted wilh them. When, as frequently happens, the 
complainant or oter wilness states lhal amongst his 
assailanis he recognized certain persons of his acquainlance 
either by their appearance or by their voice, his credibility 
is a matter for the Courls and the above rules do not apply. 


® 1720. As Police Officers may noi give evidence of 
Slatemcals macle io (hem in the course of an investigalion, 
the Magistrate or other independent person present will 
~nole what the witnesses say as lo whether or nol they can 
identify persons in lle parade, and will be cited as witnesses 
on thts point. 


‘1724. It isa common practice in proving the owner- 
ship fo properly alleged io haye been stolen, to put upa 
witness 1o swear that he identified the article by a dent or 
scratch, or some fashion-of make. It would be more 
convincing if the witness were, able to pick out the article 
from among a number of others of similar size, shape, and 
make.

Again, the moment when an arrest should be 
made is not (and obviously cannot be} prescribed. The 
arrest may be made as soon as ihe suspected person appears 
to the Police Officer to be such a person as is mentoned 
in section 34, sub-section (I) or sub-section (4); or the 
arrest may for sufficient reason be postponed. Unnecessary 
delay in investigation 1s forbidden by section 173, Criminal 
Procedure Ccde.

In cases where a suspected person's not arrested 
forthwith, either- because the Police Officer is not as yet 
salisfied that the provisions of section 54, Criminal Proce- 
dure Code, apply to the individual in quesbon or because, 
being satisfied thal (hey do apply to him, the Police Officer, 
for sufficient reason, postpones immediate arresi, care 
will be iaken that the suspected person remains at 
liberty and isafree ageni. Is the circumstances of the case 
so require, il is the duly of the Police to watch his move- 
ments, openly or secretly, and to keep themselves acquainted 
with his aclions (as is the custom with delectives in every 
country} so as {0 be able to arrest him atany given moment ;

If ihe person to be arrested is khawn to be a 
dangerous character more than one officer will ordinarily be 
deputed to arresthim. Especial care will be taken that 
each ofcer deputed is suitably armed to defend himself

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1746. A prisoner who has been sent to (or bound over 
to appear in} a Court to stand his trial, cannotunder any 
circumstauces he discharged by the District Superintendent. 
Every such prisoner must appear before the Magistrate. A 
District Superintengent can release on bail persons who arc. 
entitled to bail, *bul he cannot annul proceedings taken 
under sections 170 and £73 and prevent the case [rom coming 
on for judicial disposal.

Ordinary robberies which do aot fall under the Catagories 
mentioned in paragraph 175+ will be classed as Range 
Important Crimes at the discretion of the Range Deputy 
Inspector-General of Police. The vernacular copy of the 
First Information Report in a Range Important Crime will 
not be submitted express to the District Magistrate and the 
Sub-divisional Magistrate. The Sub-divisional Magistrate 
will, however, receive a copy of the First Information 
Reporl in such cases in the same way as in other cognizable 
crimes.

1773. (1) The Medico-Legal Work that Private 
Practitioners subsidized by Government will usually be 
called upon to perform will be— 


{a) the examination of and a Report on persons 
injured by Criminal Violence or Neglisence or 
on cases of suspected Poisoning ; 

{b) the delermination of aye in connection with Rape, 
Abduclion and Liability ta punishment ; and 

{c} the Iorwarding of stained weapons or clothing, 
etc., to the Chemical Examiner for examina- 
lion, 

(2) Whenever a wounded ar tnjured person is brought 
fo a Private Practitioner under the subsidy scheme for 
medical relief, he will record as early as possible after 
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attending to the case in full all connected circumstances 
comiuy to his knowledge. Omission, if any, on the part of 
the Police authorilies fo afford full of all ayadable informa- 
tion as fo assault, injury or poisoning should bg brought at 
once to the noticeof the Police authorilies by the Private 
Praclitioner yeceiving the injured person, 

(3} Tt is the duty of the Police on sending a person for 
examination to forward with him Form coe detailing 
fér what purpose the examination is required and in cases of 
_injury, supplying all available particulars as ta the manner 
m which the injury or injuries arc alleged lo have been 
received. Faflure on the part of the Police in supplying such 
information should be promplly reported to the Tnsnecior- 
General of Civi] Hospilals, Burma, : 

(+) All Medico-Legal cases should be examined as soon as 
posstble afler their arnval, however inconyenjent lhe hour of 
arrival may be. 

(5) Should a Practitioner, either through illness or 
absence from his station or any other reasons, be temporarily 
unable to attend to his duties, the maiter should be reported 
by him to the Civil Surgeon of the District and to the local 
Police authontis, to enable the Jatter fo make arrangements 
for the stnding of Medico-Legal cases lo the nearest 
hospital, dispensary, or subsidized Practit) oner. Sumilary, 
return ta duty should also be reported to the Civil Surgeon 
and the local Police. 

(6) In all cases of serious injury necessitating admis- 
sion to the hospital, the Private Practitioner should after 
rendering the necessary First Aid, send the patient to the 
nearest haspital or dispensary, if he thinks the patient is in 
a fit state to stand the journey.

(?} Nature of Firsng.—Firing shall be so directed as to he at once 
efiective,and such as, with the minimum of injury, to convince the 
crowd of the orcessily of immediately dispersing. icing over the 
heads of the crowd ie strictly forbidden. 

The men shall be instructed toaim low and away from (he direclion 
@& persons separated fram the mob, The Police Officer in cammand 
mavorder mdiridual tiring (by special incdivicuals of the parly) or by 
. files Or by sections or by volleys, according to the requirements of lhe 
sitnaticn ; but if volleys are fired not more than hall the party shal] fire

Finally ihere is one particularty sad stale of affsira which I had 
intended to make a few femarks aboul under the heading of a brief 
history of the case but ft will more properly come in tere. This is a 
case in which a liusband murders his own wile and abscouds- 


In this pacliculacly sid circumslance it will, J think, be a matler of 
common sense that it is extremely unlikely (hit the murderer will be 
harboured by any relatives of ¢he wife and in such a case I do not think 
that, speaking generally, they flay be considered as even possible 
bacbourers. There is, however another aspecl of this which an 
Intesi?galiog Oficer musi not overlook and that is where the wife has- 
been deliberately kitled by the lisband, in a very largenumber of cases 
the relatives of that wile will be prepared Lo assist Lhe police in looking 
for and cepvicling the murderer. Even a year or two afterwards when 
a chase after the man has slowed down a Jitile, it is still quile likely 
thal they will be willing lo give any information which [hey have heard 
about the whereabouls of the murderer. [ have had Lhis actually 
happen in more than one case and you cun, I think, ahvays cely upon 
Retling a certain amount of help and agsislance from sucl relatives. 

There are also ane or iwo alher aspects of dealing with this- 
qoestion of the wife such as in arouse her jealousy, etc.,, bul this will 
come into Ibe feclura on the practical side ef the abscoader work and 
will be mentioned a little later on- ‘ 


The peinl of getling the relatives of the murdered person to help: 
the V’olice, is, of course, of wide applicaticn and must be borne in mind 
by all officers. 


While we are considering the question of (he wife of an absconder: 
and her relatives, remember that a man's children are ilways a close 
Le and may lead you ta him. Not merely should their sames and apes 
Placed on record but they showld be quietly and tactfully questioned 
when away from the influence of their clders. It is always possible 
that a child will give away his faiher or mother. A pelice cflicer 
should have no scruples abnut trying la use the children, IL may not 
sound allogether pleasanl but remember that (t is our duly to prolect 
the community against Lhe criminal and in such cases the rights of the - 
communily come bret. Itso happened in a recent case in the Alyaung- 
mya Distnet in which a man and his wife had both absconded when 
they were wanled for a chealing case, that a Pclice Silicn Officer

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Again a man might have a number of convictions for House 
Hreaking- 1] do not know whether that will help youin Anding him 
excep of course, that you shoukl look jor him among house-breakers 
but it does indinate Ihat if at any time an unknown house-lbreaker is

In the second place, however, apart from the mere mechanical 


‘work of ascertaining a man's convictions, I think it is a great use lo you - 


to get on record the local evil repulation of the absconder a9 considered 
apart fram thal which is indicated by his actual cogaizable corviclions 
and you should note down his reputaGon and any criminal tendencies 
under the heading of convictions. 

For example, if your absconder ia known to have been a very 
uselul pick-pocket in his younger days, a very likely place to look for 
him wil! be where you normally see pick-pockets such as on sleamers, 
raihway etalions and any places whare crowds oalurally congregate. 

Again, to take another example, if the local repatation shows that 
iis mip was ig the habit of resorting to violence, it iummedialely 
should remind you not only that any unknown person arresied for an 
assault cast.should bs scrutinized very carefully bul it should slao act as 
a warnmnp le-any, officer who may go ont to arrest this ma, that he 
may resort to iorce’>, 30 that you see even though thie item really 
consists chiefly of arecord of the actual convictions of the man, yet 
there are other bits af information which should be put down under 
that heading all af which may cor give you a litle assistance io 
iracioy, up your men- 

Don't forget tas that a your absconder has had a previous 
-conviclion or comictions ander sectiog 110, yon should indicate clearly 
the type of crime to which be m difdicled as disclosed by that 
proce ecling. we

Now io recording a brief bistary of the camer Tfind that in the 
“majority of files which I have read, this is necallp dma of the worst 
‘entered up items of the whole Form. In faci, in reading gome of the 
histories of cases in the -old files, I fave very mearlp came (to Lhe 
-conclusion that the majority cf station wrifers and Investigating Officers 
who made out these old forma in the old way were gified with very 
little, if any, ordinary intelligence. Useful entries and remarks -were 


conspicuous by ibeir absence and.it was only very rerely that E came 


upon anything which could possibiy be of any use to an officer 
ing for an absconder. 


In one case I found a useless entry, “ This man killed awoman |. 


wilh ada&é." In going through Ube ‘case diaries, I found, that the 


accused killed his own wife and ran away: “As I have al mentioned - 


to von, {hie is 2 most amportant point to koww because it todicates that 
he is not very likely to get any help or from the relatives of 
his wile whereas on Lhe other bad il is quite likely that they will asm 
Lhe police Lo find bim.

Ayain a murder emetimes arises out of a feud between villages and 
between families known at the time Io the police but likely to be 
unknown to the police stalion staff a fey Yearsdaleron. The facts of 
the feud should be carefully recorded under this heading because jt is 
quite eely that Lhe police will obtain information and help from persons 
belonging tn the pariy opposed te that of the absconder, it is also nnt 
unknown Lo all police officers that occasionally a paramour inurders the 
husband of a woman to get hee for himself. This faet is exbrernaly 
important because as7 hope you will now realize, the Woman then 
becomes a great value to the police asa" bail” or a focal Point around 
which to look jor the absconder. 

Finally, I will give you another example. It i¢ not much use show- 
ing an absconder wanted under 408 or 409 and then entering in the 
history of the case that “This man ran away with money." Snch an 
‘entry in the circumstances is Entirely useless and as I have already 
indicated, shows mental bankrunterr on the sort 3f imc vioLer wag 
whites ildown, We want lo know something about the mao i wae he 
a beadman who misappropriated Government revenue? Since in this 
cage his feRow thugyis who signed his guarantee bond anc had in 
consequence, to pay up their share of hig defalcalions, will rrobably be 
considerably ani oyed and will be Willing to assist the Police to find the 
absconder: {Reiaember you will probably be able to pet hold of his 
Ftoger Print oul of the Revenue Office): of was he a paddy broker wha 
was cotrusted wih money to buy Paddy and ran away with it because 
in that case it is obvions ihat ihe Place to look for the man will be in 
and around pad:y milts and Places where paddy brokers normally 
collect. Eron't be enuters with 2 uly entry but five some relevant 
details about the absconding defanlter, 

To sum up therefore, [ thirt- that the cule in enlering up a brief 
bistory of the case is that it is better ic put too much on record than toa 
littte aod a mere hald statement of ihe facts ie practically useless fince 
the sections itsell lells any inlelligent officer what the offence actually 
wat

_ about absconders and to keep these files up-to-daie. As I have already 
: mace clear to you, all this was entirely useféss fram any practical pint 
view. ° 2) = 
I therefore decicled Ihat we must have an Absconder Unit if every 
police station whose dty would be to ailend to all absconder werk and 
“ who would be held responsible for it. Of course, we Rave not many 


men fo spare and we cannot detail many men for this doty but’ 


experience has shown us that we can obtiin a sufficient number of keen: 
Head Conslables or Police Constables lo enable us to pot one at each 
statin 6s a kind of extra member of the surveillance stafi and entrust 
him with the absconder work. Acihis point, it must be recoynized’ 
that to do this’ work it is ao use detailing any Tom, Dick pr Harry ; 
you must take care in selecting your men. ‘They imust be men who are 
nol only keen on the work but who havea definite “ Hair” for it and 
who mareover are trustworthy and can be relied upon lo work withant 
constant supervision. When this wis done, all the ahsernder work was 
handéd aver to them and they were made respcnsible for cealing with 
anything concerning. absconders which occurred inside tieir Police 
Sfation Junsdiclions, Not ouly cid they keep the files up-lo-date but 
they had lo sindy all reports pul in concerning atsconders, follow up 
fulty all ikely information, make closer Iceal enquirien to expand the 
“roll of aksconders and thus enlarge the arca ef search. Thev had 
“io jog the memories of extra-jurisdictional Police Stations ahout their 
. @treconders, seek oul those al enmily with tie absconcer or his family 
andaniist (heir gupport : they Were ta cullivate friendly feelings with 
the -village postmen and pelilion or letler writers. They had to see 
that ei] crders and instructions issued wert carmed out and liad io 
rrodocc results not only on parer butasrevarde actual anests. On 


occasion. where a panicular criminal was absconding they went out- 


with Lhe Inwestigaifog Officer Io assist him to effect the arrest, In fact, 
to put it briefly, they become the specialists in xbsconder wark jn the 
police atatioms. They were, of course, normally memters of the 
surveillance staff but in actual practice they are made direcily 
réespousible only io the Molice Slalion Officer. Usually, they only 


attended to work within the limil of their siations bul there is no ' 


question of jurisdiction im these matters and ifany absconder unit 
receives red-hot information about an alsconder, ii ts his business to 
act upon itatonce. He must cither xo himsel{ cr must forward the 
information to the Headquanerm Absconcder Seif and ask them Lo take 
itup. [many cise prompl action is demanded. This is plagng a good 
deal of responsibility upoa a mao but, afler all, mosl of the following 
up of red-hot information is simply atmuiler of common sense. As 
lemg ashe does make a genuine effort’ to y'cl busy at once on the 
information then one ost fcel ealisiied in the matter. The remedy, of 
coorsé, if 4 manis pot muccessf{ul in his :absconder work, is noi to 
punish him Gui simply to paul him back m the station to clo guard culy, 
carry out escort work, follow the Police Station Olficer whenever be: 
goes and carry ont jobs for which neither apecial training nor irfelligence 
are necesgary. Apart frontthis, of couree, the abucomiey unit, as 1 have 
waid, i¢ a specialist inthe caikm and in the event oft.elp in dealing 
with an absconder being nesded_by another stalion or ibe Headquariers 
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Absconder Staff. he is, of conrse, the mao who «ill be called upon to 
“Tender asaslance and if necessary, borrowed from his stalion for a 
shorter or longer trme 35 necessary. . 

Equally be must be free frow all other work of the siition and any 
tendency on the part of the Police Station Officer to use the absconder 
Bait man to follow kim on investigations must be sat upon from the 
start. When be gets a case in which Ibe accused ja knowne to have 
absconded by the ume the First Information Report comes io, theo 
this is a iegitimale occasion upou which he can take out the absconder 
unie with him but ge-erally Speaicog much must be left to the cammon 
sense and the skill of the absconder unit men who are or should be. 
Specialists in the matter'and officers should refrin fram giving them 
-Hard and fast arders in any Imatter of absconders siuce experience has 
shown that in the loug run they only prejudice their awn work by so 
doing ; 1 the mayarity of cases the absconder unit men know far more 
about how to cawch abeconders than does any other member of the 
station sta. 

Aparl from the station work, however,lit was also found neceasary 
to set uplhe Headquarters Abscouder Staff. This staff consists of 
whatewer Sub-iasrectors of POlice you can spare and who are keen on 
the nork fin prictsce it is usually one Sub-inspector of Police drawn 
from the Reserve or from the Detective Department) and2 or J educated 
aod trared constables. These men should include an Indian anda 
Karen (in Maongmya District) to deal with absconders of their awn race. 
Other districts deal with, a Chin, a Kachin, a Chinaman, ele These 
méans aré supposed to beland also should be, the pick of your skilled 
absconder umt officers of the district. They imusi be good men since 
they are goimg to be entrusted with many investigations aod moreover 
they must be reliable and trustworthy meo who can be sent at shart 
nouce anywhere withio the Province, if necesairy, and are reliablg 
ccough to work faithfully and honestly at their job, without beine 
constantly onder the eye of superior officers 

As rega-de their duties not only du they (orm a central clearing 
house through which all eports conceraing absconders pass, bnt they 
gift ont these reports, x apon them, if necessary, and me2ke such 
arrangements as are called for to conduc! special co-opsration against 
abscondera [n this connection, of course, the officer in charge of 
th= Headquarters Absconder Staff has full Pawer (in case it is necessary) 
‘ta barrow the absconter units from the stations for any speci! work 
Wherever a station is unable to handis a particular job of absconder 
work if is reinforced as requisite by One or more of the trained officers 
frum the Absconder Staff of Headquarters. . 

Finaliy, the most important side of their work ta that ther are the 
people who deal chiefly with other districts. In “hasing alter an 
absconder, you cannot aftoni to waste time ; Frequeolty fresh i information 
may be brougat to you h: an informer and itis hecessary that somebody 
Hots Quit at cace to deal with it, Normally speaking, in a police station 
this is done by the absconder unit but since much of Lis vital infor- 
mation comes into Headquarters, it is obvious [ thik that it i the 
Headquarters Staff who hindle this information, follow it np, verify and 
act uponit. As I have said no boundaries are set to their activities. 
For cxample, in the Myaungmya District on more than one occasion I 
Rave had to send men as far afield as Shwebo District, This do@a not 
Imply any siur upon the Strovebs police but some of this information was 
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so complicated tliat it could nol possibly be comzmunicaled by letler and 
in the circumstarces a felter would amve ton laie, The only way is 
therefore to send up a skilled officenmcho knows the whole facts of the 
case and everything concermng this absconder from beginning to encl 
and éntrost him with the duly of handling this important information. 
Other duties which they have lo do, ore to read throovh Jong tiles, 
Court records.and proceedings and extrac [rom them all relevaut cloves 
and place them on record.* They have lo visit jails lo inlerview those 
Prisoners concerned in Lhe same case as the absconding accused! to see 
if any information can be obtained frem them. They have occasionally 
to go in disguise lo other places and they have, what is also more 
important, fo hindle their own filtle sia of informers. They must 
attend io the correspondence wilh olher districts, the; lookafier the 
opkeep of the routine reports and kerp the District Sopenntencicn! of 
Police in touch wih everything of absconder work which is geing cn. 
They have got a irémendous amount of hard work to do and the work 
is of a natare which does not usually show many conspicuous resulls, 
Nevertheless, the Absconder Slafl oi Headquarters [onm, 2s it were, a 
little office of spectgliets in the Detective Department. In fact the bes 
ward which 7 cin wse lo describe them is that they form 4 clearing 
house of informa'ion, collecting, classifying and circulating it promptly. 
In this connection [would like to impress opon yon that every bit of 
tnlormation conceming an absconder must be wrilten on a sepamte 
sheet of piper. The reason, as vou will probably alreacly have rewized, 
ig Lhat it must be filed separately in the Personal File of the abscander 
io which it relates. For this reasan, ithe absconder unit and Ihe 
absconder stafl diarles contain nolliing bul lhe bald slatements of 
their journeys. 

You will now see that the difference beiween the Absconder Unir 
aud the Headquarters Absconder Slafl is really only one of degree. Tlie 
abetander unit keeps his eye primarily on his police station area and hes 
absconders in that stalion and those whoare likely lo viul this particular 
sorisdiction; whereas the Headquarters Absoonder Siaff not only pay 
generaLattention an at] absconders in the district {wilh parlicular care of 
course to gazetted men who are mown fo have gooe elsewhere) bat they 
also keep a gener) waich on all abscondere from the whole Province who 
are likely te have any connection wilh theic own diswict. The slation 
abeconcer unit therefore is @ kind of little orpanizalion wrthin ihe wide 
organizalion of the Headquarters Absconders Staff bul J musl emphasize 
again on this point thal Lhere can be no question of waler-light jurisdic- 
tiong and the duties are all interchanyeable. Jo fact, ae far as his 
acioal work» concerned, he is just as important in Jiis way as your 
Ferhaps more highty trained and educated officers of the Abaconcler 
Staff of Headquatere. In this connection it is very useful if your 
absconder unils are liierate in English since 30 many of your reports 
come. written in thst language. : . 

As regnicds ihe actual handling of the Abseconder Staff, they are 
norm ity in the Detective Department bot Ido nol regard them as 
directly under tlre control of the Detective Inspector of Police because 
that officer has atre-dy yot.a dull day's work since he handles not only 
the pelitical work of the districl but also investigates special case which 
‘ are sent to him. He cannot possibly therefore devole very mach time 
to looking afler the Absconder Sta and asa malter of fact, in the 
Myaungmya Disinet the Absconder Staff Officer reporis directiy to the 
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District Superintendent of Police and sends tis diaries, etc., only: nomi- 
nally throwth the Insoector. Reports concermog absconcers, of cour, 
must never be delayed, and mo bunkum about the “nsual channel "' can 
possibly ber kerated in any ument matrer—and a yood dea! GE absconder- 
work rs urgent. ~ ol, ny 
Fivalls, a8 regards the cards of absecnders in Headquariers, these in 
@my case ate kept up by me personally and I keep my cards up-lo-date 
uot only from my inspections of tbe stalions but also from the reports 
sent me throu and by tbe Headquarters Absconder Slafl. This is the 
most Courcuitni way for me to keep an eye on what is gaing on concern- 
inv absconders. Provided the cards are enlered up as soon as ihe 
reports come in, there 18 very little delay and the reporis can then be 
redumed to the slationin which te personal fiie of ihe absconder is kept 
with the appropriate orders, etc. Furthermore, it enables the District 
Soperintendent of Police to have important information circulaled at 
once lo wherever it will do ihe most poor 
| Whensan absconder is finally arrested, fin doe course senl up for 
irial and we here, ecuvicted), the officer who actually makes the arrest, 
nevor Mind whether he is only a constable, must make ont his personal 
report of the arrest at once and send i into the District Saperinlendent 
of Police through the Police Station Officer and the Absconder Staff in 
the nsuag] way. In cbhis reporthe must pulall detwls. For example, we 
want lo know the manner in which he obtained the information leading 
ig the arrest and the name of his informer ; if he considers that the 
informer should be rewarded he should state his recommendation and’ 
this recommendation of course should be velted by the Police Station 
Officer and if necessacy by the Absconder Staff. The circumstances, 
incfucing the places, elc., where he effected the arrest, must alse be 
clearly stated and finally ihe officer must sign it and give his number 
and rank. All this is necessary because :— 


(a) I) is vilal for ihe success of arresting absconders, that all ; 


informers are rewarded adequately andl prompily 

{b) [cis necessary for énlering opin the Register of Arrests lo 
know the aclual officer, eic., who makes lhe arrest. 

() It is always inleresting to know where it was thal the absconder 
was found aml who was h mong him,etc. Most of this informauou 
is wantecl for ihe compilation of six monthly and vearly Returns 
concerning absconders and these two Forms A and B. ’ 

Forms A—Being tbe headings used in the Reyister of t on 
which all acresls of absconcers are enlered. 

Form 5.—Percenlage table of arrests of absconders lo show or 
classify the ipency responsible for the arrest. 

This Jatter Form of conrse also enables you to see those officers who 
are not pulliog their weight im the matter. 


This report of course is stnl on a separale sheet of paper and 
when due action is Inken upon il and orders passed, it is relurcned lo 
the Police S ation in which is the Personal File ol the absconder and 
it is Aled as the last payer in ihe Personal File. The Persona] File is 
then cicsed bot it is never deslroved as lone as \our armtated abscon- 
der is still alive. The ceison for Uhis is that nobocly can prophesy 
whether a man will acain lapse into Crime or not anc for that reason 
the file sheuld te kept since if he again absconds, all lie preliminary 
work of nding out about him will not have to be gone ialo again bul 
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lhe same file with all its cloes and information, ils Form 62, ita list af 
relatives and harbourers and ali relevant outlines about your absconder 
will be atrendy on record and can be disiniecred from the record rack 
aod opeocd once more. In fact in this connection if will be an well if 
on the cird in the Card Index of Resister XI belonging to that 
. arrested person ip made a red ink enlry to the fact that this man 
previously abscouded and was arrgfted and his closed Personal File ia 
still in existence at such and such a Police Station, = 
You will note that ] have-just mentioned the fact that iwo Forms 
A aod B must be used. 1 think that these Forms fairly well axplaia 
themselves but it is necessary that they be kepl up to date and in fact, 
the information la both the Form is required for the Annual Report. 


The Percentage Table is made up by me half-yearly because I wish 
to know how Lhiags are going on but I mnsl impress on you that it is 
necessary lo keep Form A up to date and as acon as any report of an 
arrest of an absconder comes in, the officer-in-charge of Form A who 
is amaally one of the Absconder Staff of Headquarters should enter up 
the prope: cnttics This must be done becanse we not only want a 
record of afl abscouders arrested but we also want lo kuow who the 
officers are whe effeciad the arrest in order to entble gg Io reward 
deserving officers at the end of the vear and we wanl Lo make certain 
that informers, etc., are not overlooked. In fact Form A is a most 
usefal book concerning your absconders. In it of course wil, also be 
noted afl abscoaders who are arrested by other Districts or other 
agencies and seot io this District for disposal. Jt Sorma in fact a 
coocise picture of all the arrests of absconders which hava gone on 
during the year. 

-. Aa regards cewarding officers, the District Superintendent af Police 
liimself should survey the work of the year in January and allo! rewards 
to Police Oficecs. In Myavuogmy2 we do nol normally give rewards 
for arrests during the year: rewards are piven on the work of the 
whala year. -. 


Practical Measures. : 


1 have pow dealt with the three heads which I mentioaed ta you at 
ihe beginning which explained to you what might be called the 
“ orpamzaition". 2 muat now discoss the queslion of the practical side 
of the wark. _ 

Now in the first place, the officer who must ivitiale a search for ap 
abscamder is unquestionably the invesligating Officer himself. He is 
the man who is handling the case and he is the only person who can 
sum up the facts and who can come to the conclusion that the accused 
has definitely gol away. Io that case, you aill realise, that no 
Investigating Offterscan afford to continuc looking for zn elnsive and 
mobile absconder since he bas far too voany other cases te ‘ook into. 
In sucht a case the Investigating Officer must at ouce compile a roll of 
Form 62 and ii must be signed by him. It shoud oot be lef€ to the 
writer whe afler all cannot-are the came delail of knowledge -ol ihe 
man that the Investigating Officer doss.* At the same time, the 
[nvesligatmg Offear mush take paine to see that he verifes as far as 
possible all the informatron whith he records in Form 62 and if any 
information is net venGied, be skiould stale so. AL ihe sause flinne il.is 
of absolulely: vital importance [hal ai the. dime when he makes up 
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Form 62 he also extiacts al] relevant clues and all usefal infermalicn 
cencérming an absconder from his exse diaries and reporls and atiaches 
One of more sLects of paper ig which these clues are clearly sel forth. 
to rorm @ ilself; ¢o that informaticn which he bas taboriously 
gathered ip te case diarjes 1s not allcwed (o be forgotten. Not all this 
intormalita fils unto any of the items of Form 62 properly. For 
comple, pessuibly conng the investigalion the” Invesiigaung Officer 
lound that the abscéuder some years before has worked as a limber 
wader un some far away area and while he was there, he had had a 
very sences quarrel with certain persons. This ia an imporlant bit of 
infornialion in the case diaries which must be recorded on the precis 
of lie case diary clues because it indicaies an area where any officer 
minh! expe>! io get help concerning the abscoader.

I thipt, clesr that a denounced accused must be known lo the 
complainant ; nc probaity to the people who come with him to the 
Folice Station to report, These Fers ns cau five sufficient information 
about the ates tr, his we'alaves, assocyates and friends to enable the 
Investigating Officer lo start the hunt within an hour of the report 
being made, iI will deal with this questicn of special measure 
and © difive " fer ile accnsed a hitle later). In any case this hunt must 
be ateanized ard the various people sel out. = They shovld be instructed 
io rate a wil tne and cry Lhroughont the villages they proceed to, 
This will enlarge the hunting pack.

1 ave already emphasized that the hunt should be carmed out as 
aneedily ; . possible and every effort made to calch the absconder 
before he can gel himself Properly fixed up and oblain money to enable 
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him 19 move elsewhere and can dig himself iv and become ar accepted 


percon in his new surroundings, Itmuy, tuwerver, happen chat an- 
absconder, or absconders, is far too cunning or too dangeraus to be- 


dealé with by a snall organization. Insuch a case il is, obvious (hat 
the man at any particular stalion are ‘hardly likely ta be encugh sifrce 
ihe men available for such measures vary withihe size of the slation 
and the pressure of work at the time. Gang crime may make it 
necessary to go all out lo ayrest leaders and oliier important members 
of the gang; a particularly Lrutal murder or murders may make it 
essential to make special efforts to rope in a homicidal maniac, An old 
absconder may have heen localed and his capture impossible withont a 
good body of men. These circumslances call Lor extra measpres which 
in turn required increased man power for Lhe purpose of lackling the 
problem with a special absconder sqnad. When these circumstances 

arise, the [nvestifaling Officer must apply to his Sub<drvisional Police 

Officer or Lhe Circle Inspector of Police by telegram if need be, for a 

special absconder squad. The Subchvisional Potue ORicer for Circle 
Inspector of Police) must act with decision and promptilude, He must 

com nearby police stations for officers and men and concentrate them 

“At Lhe police poat cancermned. If thal does not yield him enough men 
he should obtain men from headquarters. He should himself praceed 

immediately to take charge of the arrangements and after sifting all the 

imformation he could map nut the plan of cimpaizun dssizning la each 

and every: man hs prografffme of duties. Naturally evervihing must be 

done at lop speed with the utmost secrecy and the plan should only be 

acted on when everything is in readiness, Tlie plan of cimpaign wall 

naturally be of the nature ofa derive. The “ bolt he les” of the nbscan- 

der have to be blocked by pieqoela; the villages wherein reside hus 
mrers and sipporlers have to be cordoned and the barboorers 

aud fond axppliers put out of aclion by police picquets.

The coping in of “ friendlies ", 

headmen, ten-louse-gaungs and villagers (o enlarge the army af 

Searchers requires #0 be properly organized with officers and men 

delailed for this sperial porpose to guide the “ levies "in the programme 

of duties assigned them, §=The watch and waccl measures over speedy 

means of transit, trains, steamers, Jaunches and busea hav io be 

strengthened. The co-operation of the Railway Police and the Railway 

Staff must be sought where necessary. The extra-jurisdictional bolt 

holes shonkd not be neglected, the police stations concemed heing asked 

ta take special measures to picquet and cover them. The more 

detailed the plan the greater the ghance of soccess. Each man in the 

scheme musi be warned to wee his intelligence and while adtering to 

umirochons, take necessary measures to expand the scheme on any 

taformation he may receive, roping in extra " specials " for the purpose. 

Once a sari is made every move must be expediliously and thoroughly 
execuied, The net may and usually does catch others in its meshes, so 
évery stranger come across should be examined and cletiined if not 
adeqaately vouched for. Every advanlage should be taken of moving 
under cover of night and searches are best carmed uutat dawn. The 
measures may éniail but 2+ hours mobilisitian or may be con{inuous 
overt eevem] days up lo 10 wr su. A longer period will ‘end to 
Ojsorpvanize the disirict ton much Naturally, the Subcivisional Police 
Officer or the Circle Inspectar of Police may nol find his plan of campaign 
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‘succesaiul or complete when he is new io this team work; bul each 
such effort should yield him valuable experience. This oulline is oot 
-exhaustive and each such concentrated effort should give us new ideas, 
Even il unsuccessful, (the drive will servedo bring the ‘wanted man or 
men prominently io the notice of all the surmounding focality and inthe 
-hum of gossip it will create may be gleaned more effective information. 


These were the measures which we adopted in 1937 in the Myapng- 
mya District, 10 deal wilh the absconding murderer Pan Pi who killed 
Sub-Inspector of Police Shwe Lan Ho enlirely unnecessarily. In “this 
Particular case a motter of Sto 10 Sub-Inspectors of Police each in

Mililary Police} were thrown out into the area with tbe result that the 
abscondec was, bit hy bit, deprived of shelier and food, etc., and clriven 
inlo a particularly smal! area of hilly country. Once he was piuned in 
that part il was only a question of lime before an informer pave him 
away or 2 palrol ran into him. Js it happened it fook exacliy 32 days 
‘before fie’was hekl up by a patrol and shot down whi'e endenyouring 
lo resist umest IL well te seen theretore that a chase for an ahscondeér 
iouuy seally be in three scparale slages :— -

Phofoprapiy. 

I have row given a rough sketch of how the varions hunts for an 
absconder are carried out There is, bowever, one very important aid 
lo officers which hitherto is not received the attention which it deserves 

-and that is “ photography ”. Now-a-days there are professional pholo- 
fraphers in almost every town of any size and even many of the large 
villages have a photograph shop. The taking of photographs ty spread- 
ing to Duraa and itis hecoming more sod more common for a man, 
whoever he is, to have a pictorial cecord of himself. In order to make 
use of this new weapon, I have now sel up a special gptomanent dark 
room at Myaungimya and one of the Sub-Inspeclars of Police of the 
Detective Depuriment is in charge of it. I do not necessiily say 
that the affcer-in-chirge of photography should be a member of the 
Absconder Staff but at nny rate he should be an officer wlio nol only 
has a special liking for taking photographs but he should also be an 
-oficer-who is iulerested, al feast, in absconder work. In my parlicular 
Case, the officer-in-chirge who is himself a2 keen pholographer under- 
wenk a small short training with the Ringoon Police to get ihe Intest 
Pints aod methods on pholography and on his retuecn we sel up a dark 
woom. It is, 1s [ have said, a properly Atted darkroom wluch can be 
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usec both during the day and during the night and inchedes amin 
other things, an enlarger. 

it 16 nol possible (cr me to lel you even thing ja which photography 
can be used sq piece work but I can indicate io ¥Cu quite a pomter of 
ways in which photography aids absconcler Work, 

Firstly, you will all note that Register XI has been reviced and we 
are opening a new patlern of History Sheet. As far as pessible, I am 
treng to cet a photoprapa of every Hlslory Sheet criminal recorded in 
his History Sheei File, so that if, at any time he sees At id abscond, 
fheo we have got a photogmph of him on record. I am aware that it 
is not legal to pholograph prorle if they’ do nct so desire but there are 
many Waj}s of ovec coming tins.

The third way :o which Photographs can be of greal use is that in 
many houses you wall see upon the wall Hroups including the bouse 
owner and probably many of bis relalives, his wife anc his children, cle. 
Now in the case o? an abscunder one of the first things to de dane isto 
visit Ina house and see if any such Eraup can be found. If they can, it 
ts usually not difficult by the exervise of a lilile tact 10 get some relalives 

or ingyss eto.,"to idertify the wanted man in the group aod a snapshot 
of the whole group can be: taken i 2keparale phoiograph of him cin 
later be extracied [rom the group and enbkrped. 

Aiso, remember that a Serang ora professional Motor dnver las 
his photograph on record on bis Cerlificale or Dining Licence. 

Fourthly, remember that when you get their phetographe, make use 
of tiem, When the photograph of an absconder baa been obtained, 
one copy should be attached to every Form 42 which is sent oul and 
the widest possible circolation ehould be given of .them. Let all your 


men see it. if necessary, they can be sent to ihe Police etations of 
other districts.

lt may happen in the course nf an investlpation Lhal cerlain people 
are sispected and thatthe compliinant or his wilf®sses cao give you 
thezr descriptions buf cannot give you their names. Iisa ‘ery paeful 
thing in such a case to put the pholograplis of suspecis before him and» 
ask him lo pick out the criminal. In doing this, if by auv chance he 
succeeds in locking out the wanted men, (then it gives yous very good 
¢lue which you can feeifs fairly reliable and trustworthy. This of 
canrse, dces not really affect the question af “absconde::"" because 
your criminal may be arvested withoul any (rouble since he is probably 
hoping that he has oot been recognized and lis rematmed unknown 
aid therefore untraced. On tbe olhter hand, however, if he has 
absconded, it is woing lo be very useful to you in chasing lilm le have 
his photoyrmiph handy. ‘This isa cOmparatively small pomt bot nbw 
ane! igzio it may be of very preat use ta yau.

As } have sow inchicated lo you the use af plototraphs in dealing 
with suspects, [ think jt will be suilable on this point to add a few 
special notes a7 Lie general aspect of suspecis as regar.is sie absconder 
question.

b do not think however this alters the position as regards a slraoger 
who ts definitely a suspect. Cnee delailed enquiries havz to be made 
about him, It is, I think, clear that the absconder auit should make the 
euyuiry himszif and if there ave a onmber of enquiries to 9¢ made and 
if of this innnber merny of them could be conveniently dane by the 
emvellance sinh, then it is equally Ure duty uf tbe absconder unil lo 
Rive a clear amd detailec description of the man and the village, cle, 
Where enquuies can prabably be prohiably mace by the surveillance 
aft. and asked whem lo altend to it. Of course, in such a Matter you 
aang! possibly have any argument as to who shonld do the work 
between whe @irveillince staff and the absconder wil. The simple nile 
that should be observed is that the work is there, it has yet lo be done 
and the mao who is most btled to do il either by his training or by the 
circumstances of his werk is the man to do it and there the matlec 
shenld eneL :

The number of such prosecutions does not reach double ligares in 
auy year and probably not in a period of five years) When a man js 
Caplured, the pessihilty of proving harbouring is usually quiteoverlooked.

Teagon to think thal the absconder ling pone there, a Form 62 is not 
compiled al once for the police etalion concerned tn Pega but a letler is

“According to oar information this man had an uncle together 
sith hus wife ‘aunt living imsuch and sucha village a few 
Fears ago.

(3) 1s there any suspicion that there is any unknown man living 
with or visiling them and if so, is this noknown min their 
nephew who is wanted by ua? 

On the other hand, supposing thit the Pegu police make enquiry and 
find the oncle and aunt are nol in the village, what we want to know is— 


(a) Did the uncle and aunt ever reside in the village? 
(5) If thes did, when and in what circumstances did they move 
away ? 
(c) When they moved away, where did they go? 
Supposing that the information gent by the parent potice statian ia 
tobrely incorrect, then the kind of reply we should hop: to receive

we do oot wanl any jealousy between cficere It is me vhal some 
officers have mefe natural aptitude: than others in deging with the- 
absconder question and it is equally obvious, I hope, that such officers 
will be singled ont cither [or specral work in nection with the 
absconder scheme or pesethly fora spccial reward al the end of the 
year. This, of course, is inevitable and should oot be a source af 
beart-burning anrony officers ; il is exactly the same position as when ~ 
an officer gels a reward for good shooting at Ihe annual muskelry aor - 
obtains a reward from the Local Gcvernment alter many years of sound . 
work and careful and paine-iaking service. , 


As I have pointed out already, one of the maio points in tracing. 
absconders ip that yon are matching the crganization and the union a. 
the police againsl (he organiiatiro and the union of ihe absconder and 
his relatives and it is Lherefore clear, J think, that there is no room for 
iesiousy or heart-burning and all uflicers must do their hest. No police 
skatico ¢ficer should feel aygrirxed « hen ao absconder entering into or 
hiding in, lus jurisdiction, is arrested by an officer of the Abscander - 
So8 or somebody from anctler district for the simple reason that 
every absconder arrested is Lhe renio.al of a potential source of trouble - 
from thal police slation area. You will nce object if a Dector comes 
lo your police slation area and puts: slop to an epidemic of cholera: 
which has just broke out ancl is entleavauring lo spread. In the same 
way your absconder is or may be a poleutial fecus of trouble spreading | 
in the police station area anc! (he sooner thal someone lays him by the: 
heels, Ube bester it is for the general health anct well heing ia tbat part:. 
Xo police sialion afficer however efficient, cm possibly knaw every thing | 
which goes on in his police station jurisdiction and now and again it 
will so happen (hat a police station cRicer does not reccive Prampt 
information about an abscandemin his area. LI will occasionally happen. 
too thal as absconder unil or a Headquarters Staff man wlia is following, 
the clues on the trail of an absconcler will actually run him to earth 
independently of the local police. The Police Station Officer on his 
fart may posiibly have bis hancts folt with several of his own absconders 
whe have gone into a neighbouring police siation jurisdicticn or 
possibly into a neiehbeuring district and may be collecting news about 
them ;I fee) ceriain that provided that a Police Station Officer is 
working welland salisfactorily ; handling his crime, keeping order in. 
his jurisdiction and arresting a reasonable number of absconders, . 
nobody is going *o blame him for neglivence merely because a few 
atsconders, many of whom have nothing whatecerer to do with his juns- 
diction, are run to earth in his Pclice Stavion area, A Police Station 
Officer im a big first claas siaiion with prolmbly three to four hundred 
cases to lock aller during the year who coold manage not only to arrest 
ail his abscondecs bot also to arrest every absconder from ucother part 
of tie Province immediately he set 1oct insicle his Police Station Juris- 
dichion wouldnot he a human Police Station Gfiicer at pl] bul « miracle- 
worker and wizard and there are nc such persons in existence in the- 
world. 


So ta reiterate what ] have slreads said, do your hest ra revues 
whatever asgistance you can to other people, try to get all (he informa- 
lion you can about your absconders and if you have done everything. 
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which you can be reasonably expecled io do iu the nutter, do nol 
worry al any officer who in all probability is a wholeyime speciilisy 
happens to bea little more fortunate than you are. 


Pongyi Xyaungs and Pongys. 


This 18 a mosl Unpleasant aspect nf absconder work bot it is one 
which [ am afraid I must bring prominently to your notice. Experience 
has shown, [ regret to’say, that in all probabilily a high proportion of 
absconders, possibly as high as 33} per cent assume the disguise of 
religions inenin order to escape the jusl reward of theic crimes. It 
is, I am alraid, very drequent that the criminals seek sanctuary either 
under the yellow robe or in £vaungs or as pagoda altendcnts, cic If 
any new “ upazin coming to a fongyi-kyaung in a village who is 
not able to ive his past hielory salisfactorily were deall with under 
section 54 Criminal Pracedure Code, coubtless the list of absoonders 
would be materially reduced bnt I am afraid [hal many oficers either 
ibrough their retigioua feelings or through a dislike of hurting the 
religious feelings of others, neglect this obvious refuge for absconcers. 
Again and again we have traded up wanled men and found them at 
fougyi-kyauggis wearing the yellow robe. In one case [ recollect an 
abscooding murderer wanted for a particularly brutal and luMnecassar} 
double murder in the Tharrawaddg Dislrist was aclually found in 
a Ayaung in a village where for the past two years he had heen looked 
upon as a local sayadaw. In another case I remember an 
absconding murderer was traced to 2 Ayaueg in Rangoon and the 
officers arrived there only lo find that 2¢ hours before their arrival he 
had been killed in a dispule wilh another poxgyi, Such incidents have 
convinced me that the Ayanegs and religious edifices generally are the 
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, ~placea in which we must, onforlunately, look for our absconderg ancl 


. “the fact that a fougys may be well looked up by his neighbours (iho 
Posably ynow nolhing of his character} should nol and must not deter 
. ‘Police officers from making enquiries aboul him if suspicions warrant 
‘ at Tf meceagary, officers of the abscondec slafl must Le prepared co 
assume the yellonyrobe themselves for a short time in order to gain 
information about people living In parlicular kyanngs. 

In thit comnéchdn_[ am afraid thal we cannot expecl much help 
from eather fongyis themselves or f'om the lugy:s. As | have already 
remarked where every. new fomgyi with no local connections, to b< 
scrutinized carefully and the facts of his presence reported to Lhe 
POlice, itis quite likely «thal we should find quite a number oa: 
absconders amonget them but this is unfortunately nol the case. 
Nevertheless all police officers in peneral and surveillance and abscon- 
der stafte in particular ought to hear these factsin mind that if and 
- when a new ( apaan “ or a pongyi.” turng up a Ayaung who is not 
known to have any local connections;it will be well worth their while 
making a few eaquiries about him as a suspicious character. 


Jaifs 


It may seem a little strange thal the‘ jail should be indimied asa 
nlace in which lo look for absconders but from the fact of the matter, 
thik is readily underctandable. It so bappéns that probably 50 per 
cent OL gar pazetted abscondersa are man wanted for murder and oi 
these 1 very substantial proportion have no previgus police record so 
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that neilher their descriptions nor their Finger Prints are available, . 
Consequently, i€ one of Ihese abecondcrs is convicted some years Laler 
ina District where he ig nol known and where be bas nol been 
searched foc because be had no known connettions wilh it, taen he ws 
quite likely to go to jail under anolher name ; allhough his descriplion 
and Finger Prints are then laken, yel they are taken and recorded 
under his new pame and there is no link unless somebody identifies 
him more or less by chance, and connects him with the sdentsty of the 
absconder. . , 
In §936 a case of this sort occurred in lhe Myaungmya Dutnecl. A 
certain absconder Po Sa who was wanled for the Lay-cin-dan dacoity 
wilh murder had no previous criminal record and in facl was not 
lmown to anv of the police even by sighl. Some seveo years after his 
absconding, he was found under arrest in the Bassein Jail by a Sub- 
Inspector of Police from the Maubin Distnic! who acted on information 
received. Even lhen il was not until we had shown him to several 
-clinble witnesses that we were quite certain thal we had found oor 
ans ~He had Eeen convicted in the Bassein Jail for robbery but he 
lad fo connetions or relalives in that distmel and altheugh gazetted 
hod mewer been searched fer particularly there. This is a typical 
example of how an absconder may be found in a jatt and it is by no 
means lhe ors! caumple with which Imet In 1937 we cavgit lwo 
murderers in jails : they had no previous criminal record and had been 
coovicled in other cistricta (one several fimes) under an aijsos. 


informer and Secret Service. 


All police work in genera) resis upon information recervee and this 
is particularly true in the case of absconders. No amount of elaborale 
machinery, no method of collecting, classifylog and circulaling informa- 
tion will enable you lo find an absconder, Itis true that svery now 
and again a man is arresled on suspicion and ideniihed as an sbsconcer 
and occasionally an absconder is idenlifed by his description 
or persona) oorks and aresied by a smart and observant police 
officer bot taking il all round, the infcrmer is one of the besl weapons 
you have. 

This being the case, palice officers must see to it that their informers 
are well treated. I am afraid thal Lhere are a number of officers who 
are inclined to take the help given by informers lightly and are apt lo 
think that it is more or lesa a part ef the quty of the wolc emer to give bis 
information. This I think is a . .mewhat mistaken view. No mao 
yarks for nolhing and an informer who takes the trouble lo collect 
information and pags alony to Lhe police thareby possibly laying himself 
open to retaliation on the pari of an absconder or bis relalives, 
deserves lo be rewarded. See ro il therefore {hat yoor informers 
are well and as bras possibie promplly rewarded. Many of them, ot 
course, will not care to take a reward openly and in such cases you 
must go to the extra trouble of oblaining a reward for them from 
the Secrel Service. As I have already noled, the question of relalta- 
lion or revenge playe a certain part in thege matters. Gcod infcrmers 
are vainable and you cannot have them intimitiawd or fnjured. Il 
Lherefore auy question of stcrocy aa regards rewarding @ hecessary, 1¢8 
thal it is really secreey, Don’! sent your reports to any one bul ask lo 
ece lie Oe Superintendent af | Police personally and explain matters 
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to bom. If be gives out a Secret Service reward, pay il yourself ; 
there is aothiog more discouraging to an informer io feel thai secrecy 
is not belngebacrved. Piaca yourself io the positiorof av informer : 
would you Iike to think that your safety was being jeopardized, simply 
because a Police Officer was loo big a fool to realize the necessity €or 
secrecy ? Do, therefore, your best io help your informers and if 
eferecy Is ceallp-enetessary, see io it thal there iv really secrecy. 
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Death af Absconders, 


By lhe lime that an absconder has been missing for some lime and 
4s mlortover felling on in 5care, itis very often worth while asking his 
relatives if they lave any informalian that the absconder is dead. 
There is no harm done by this. If he is dead, the relalives are usually 
quite willing Letell you so., If you do happen to obtain iiforuialion that 
an ablsconcder :3 dead, ste that this information is verified carefully before 
reporting |'iat the abscoader has passed away. On the other hand, do 
not neglect soch rumours, collect them and have lhem veniied becanse 
every absconcer who is defnitely and certainly cstablisticd to be dead 
means another personal file closed for good and another card 
taken out of Lhe Index. = 

The question at once arises in this connection as to when a personal 
fle of an absconder should be closed and we should cease looking for 
him. [1 has been laid dowmtthat a non-gazetled absconcde- should be 
kept going for Ave years ane a pazetled absconder for len rears. 
These arc, it is true, rough rules in the matter bul they should over be 
treated as absolulely definite hard and fast rules and aa absennder 
strock off automatically when the Ailh or tenth year ig complelect. 
My own view is that a fle should never be closed while there is a 
chaoce of arresting and convicling Lhe abyconder. IL may be arpocd 
that following this rule would lead toa preat congestion of tes but 
this is not so since there are alher circumstances which lead w the 
closing of files. [En one set of circumstances it will be found that owing 
ta the lapse of time many wilnesses have cither moved away and 
disappemed o have dicd and it is nv longer possible lo obtain a 
conviction against an absconder, if arresied. Insucha ease Lhe best 
Lhing 1o do will be lo close the personal hile. s 

In another set of circumstinces iL may be found thal the clues in 
the Seginning of the search were very faést and they have been 
thoroughly werked out. Here it is going to be question of facl as to 
whether it hasany us# in looking for the absconder. [ have one 
particular example ju which a man Lorned up quile unexpectedly in a 
village in the Myaungmva Districl, lived Gieré zboul three months and 
then plooned to commit a dacoity. After the dacoily he disippeared 
and from Lhal date lo (his, which is now aboot seven years, vething whal- 
scever has ever come lo light about him. 1n Lhis particular case, we do 
not even know such elementary thiogs about him as his birth place or 
the names of his parents; baring the fact thal we hive 4 rough 
flescoplion of him and we presume him to have becn man with a 
previous bad record, the plain truth is thal we know qbsohuely vothing 
about him. In this particular case (he file has nol yel"beeco closed but» 
ta all iatents acd purposes iL may as well be discontiuned. Probably 
asa malter of actual facl, we shall keep it for ten years and :fler Lhag, 
slop tcoking [er him. ‘ 
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The Lhird set of circumstances io which a fle omy well Le closed 
are those in which a serotiny of the trial record f/es the mfinrmation 
on record about the abs¢ohder leads one to believe that a cocriction ts 
unlikely or even impossible if arrested. 9 Much of the evidence to the 
beginning may have been confessonal evidence which although othe 
convictions have been obtained apon it did not bear the test in court 
very well. Since the case wes heard, ove or Iwo importiot witnesecs 
may have died. In such acase it may well be that a conmchon af any 
other accused even if arrested isunlikely. Here again is One in which 
an independent opinion musi be arrived gt as to whether to clove - the 
file or nat. =H ‘ 
Lapye of lime ia not always a goarantee thal viller am abscouder 
cannot be found ar that he cannot bo convicted. As an eample af 
Uhiagin the Tharrawaddy District we arrested a murderer who La:l deco 
moissiny for 20 years aud-was wanted by the Magwe Police. He was 
‘duly sent lo Magwe and was laler convicted and I believe. Luied. 
Another District Supen:itendent of Police informed me recently thal 
he had managed to get a0 ebseonder convicled who has been missing 
for 21 years. In 1936 wo the Bivcongmys District we artes-cdt an 
abse-nder who had been missing for 18 years and he wa: duly 
convicied. Merely lapse of Lime therefore, provided chat you haye 
food cloes ip the beginning, tbat vour case is still good aud wiinesscs 
are sli alive, is no har whatsoever to the successful arrest an! after- 
wards conviclion of an absconder. Tis for this reason therefore that 
I de apt advocate closng files under a hard and fast rule. Im fict as I 
remarked to you 10 We early porion of my lecture, in the old c2ys this 


rule was not only Obecrved but it was abwsed since al! thal happened > 
in lookang for absconders was that a police station marked lime for a 

number of years uniil Lime was up, withoor making any real effert to = 
arrest the a nder and then struck him off under the time-expired 

rule. 11 is for this reason therefore | consider that althowth il is aseful 

to have a time limit yet it shoold be recorded merely as a guide and ’ 


should never be looked upov as 2 ha-l anc fast relic, cach case Eticg 
decided on its mctils. 

[neidentally, while 1 aim speaking of che personal Gles of absconders, 
1 micht point onl that the persoval ile alter all ts only a cantinualion 
of the case diaries in the main case te concerning the crime. The 
proper place therefore for the police papers in the Police Station 
concerning the case in which aw absconder is wanted, is-+ gether with 
ihe personal bile of the absconder so that il is always available for 
relerence. r 

Finally the last point whith arises concermins persona! hies 15, 
“\vheu should a personal fle be destroyed ?"" Tie answer to this, I 
think, is * only when an absconder is dehnitely proved to be Cead." 

Take the case of an absconder who has been searched for for some 
years but who cannol be found. There is ao reason to presume him 
dead bul on the other hand as the abseonder organization propresses 
in eficiency there is alway's a hope Lhat an informer will come forward 
to enable you lo arrest him. In sirchia case you wanl all the detaijs ‘ 
ahrus, him available and if vou deskray the personal file too early, these ' 
detals yanish. 

4 second case is one i which an absconder tuts been arrested. He ' 
mav be a murderer aud he may be Banged. To such a case the file can 
be destroyed but it 1s far more Likely ihat he will receive a jad senten¢e

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and sooner or later will be Ist loose, In such a case is there any 
Semasice ihet he will not relapse into crime again? Common senesc 

and experience (cll every police offner Lhat this is uot 40. Therefore, 
undll a man ia definitely dead, keep Lhia personal file handy oo ibe 
stalion racka = Who knows but thai in the future be may abscond 
again and if and when he does, youor your successor in that Police 
Staton will be very glad indeed to find his ald personal file and from 
ut geil deinil of his friends, relatives and places where he is likely to go 
for help cr shelter. 

To sum op, therefore, as Jong as a man is known to be alive, his 
personal tile should be kept either because there is always a hope that 


an informer will come forward and grve him away or because he may ~ 


relapse ance again info crime and asain abscond. 

Incidentally, whep you finally close or desiroy Ihe file, dono 
forier lo inform all slations who are looking for thal ahsconder so as 
io enable Ihem to close or desiory lhe fle in their slations Nothing 
iS moré annoying to a police sialion [o find that possibly for months or 
even years they have been Innking for an absonnder whois nn lemyer 
wanted. This of course is parily the duty ol inspecting officers and 
will be noted under that lead. 


aries amit Reports. 


The absconder unit of a stalion sends in a weekly diary of his work. 
This diary is nothing more lhana brief detail of the places he has 
viisterL and what he hos done there. Ii should nol cover more iban 
one sheet af foolscap. Allached lo it, however, the various ilems of 
information which he hag obtained about individual absennders. Each 
mdividual absconder must be deall with on a separate sheet or shecis 
of paper because when done with Ihese oripunal sheets hare to be filed 
in thé personal file of the absconder. 

These diaries and their allaShed reporis are then Sent in to the 
Headquarters Absconder Steffi normal, of course through the Police 
Stratton Offieer but as! have already indicaled we cannoi have any 
delay in thts oalter and if the Police Stalion Officer ia oul and not 
likely to be mm Jorsome days and (ie mformation gathered by the 
absconder unil is of some unportance then of course the reporls inst 
go in direcl, ibe diary following at Insure. 


On receipt in héalquarters, the absconder staff officer gors through 
these diaries and ihe reporls and if it is necessary Lo take urgent action 
he alicnds to this al ‘once. He then notes upon each individeal 
abscondcr sheet what bas to be done and sen@s 1} to the District 
Superiniendentol Police. Here again it is advisable of course Lhat the 
Detective Inspector just glance on them bul as I haveatready 1emarked 
he is 4 busy man and he cannol le: expecied lo exercise anylhirg mere 
than just a genera] supervision over the atsconder work = All these 
must be left to the specialist abscontler siafi officer. 

On receipt by the District Supenntendent of Police, that officer 
usually reads [Brough what lias been cone, if any further orders or 
instructions are required, tic issuea item ant ii oecessary circulales 
exlracis and so on (if this has nat already been done) to olhier districis 
or Police Station Officers. Occasioully, of cour-c, he has lo wrile lo 
other District Supeyiniendents of Police on the oatler aod ask for 
help or assistance, If he does, of course, the office copy cf his [etter is 
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attached (o the absconder report for that perticuler abeconder and 
wheo the reply comes from thé olber district or Potice Station, that 
reply, afler atlention, is also attached ; thus is to cosure that wien all 
Lheze papers finally go into the personal “fle of the abscondar, not anly 
the Police Stalion Officer and his abacooder unt of that sletian will 
know exacily whal has been done by the Headquarters Absconder Staff 
lo help tn Lhe chase after the absconder, but ihat, officers coming 
afler them will know the accurale details of whal has been done in the 
past and Lhustave further trouble and waste of time aod expenditure 
in following up old clues afresh. 

In the same manner the abeconder slaff officer senile ‘tn a braei dizry 
for himself and -his absconder staff officers. Here apain whatever 
special information he gets conceming an absconder is reported on a 
a¢yporale sheet and sent in to lhe District Soperintendent of Police in 
the usual way. 

I do nol think it i5 posstble .o make any but change in Lhis system 
wilhout humpering iL Jt is mat advisable for soch reports lo come 
throuch the Headquarters Assistant for the simple reaton that this 
officer has already got a full day's work and he c2nooi be expected to 
ailend to allibe detailed work of issuing ordera and instructions on these 
reports and filling up the cards. Also he is not an inspecting officer and 
does not po rowid to police stalioas and therefore cannol lmow what 
has been done oulside, all of which incidentally caanot possibly be 
recorded on the card. It is, af course, to be understood that in the 
absence of the District Superintendenl of Police from Headquarters on 
tour or olhenmvise, he atiends io aoy urpenl work concerning abscondere 
which is pot up lo him by the Absconder Siaff.

Dates of Insfecting Officers. 


Districl Superintendents of Police, Subdivisional Police Officers and 
Circle Inspectors of Pohce are lhe officers who most of all. must see 
that the machinery and organizat‘on of absconder work are all put into 
thorough connivg order. It is not possible [or me lo give a detailed Jist 
of their duties but the following hints may be of use :—

instructions besicie ihem and eee that all defects are remediert.

(9 They coust make ceriun that all informers are well anid prompt, 
rewarded and must ces that tbe senices of police officers aud others 
art placed on recard in (he proper Form, #2, Form A, '' Annual Listof 
Absconders Arresled.” 
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(g) They must see that Secret Service monty 15 carefully and 
judiciously expended ec as to gel the best valos for the money paid ont 

(4) They must took opon themselves as helpers and oot merely as 
inspecting officera, Merely drawing aftention lo a list of defects is 
ulterly useless. ; 


The inspecting officer otwsi mol only foirt oul the defects bul ke must 
fake fmuediolc aefs to remedy thew. In this connection he should 
recollect that a number of mislakes art nol doe to laziness but to want 
ol sense in handling information aad in such 4 case Lhey musi not only 
put wullters riyht bol must expla what is wrong to the officer who 
Tide Uc criur oo that he may aveid this lyre of mistake in fulure. 

(1) They must from time to time go through Lhe personal files of 
each ahseonder, bring information up-to-dale, see U necessary, thal itis 
promplly cireolated and wake oul of the le and deslcy any papers 
Which lave now served (heir tum and ar2 no louger necessary. 


(jf) They must see thal the woons reports are prompl!. sept in aod 
l€ nvexssary, help the Absconder unils in lhis wok. 

(£1 ‘They must see thal Burmese transitions are made «herever 
required. 

‘ ‘They must ensure that “Dead” and “ Destroyed" bles are 
properly ceait wilh in all police stations and nol terely in the parent 
slation. 


List of generat hints together with afew fanii ta be apuidedt—{a} IL 1s 
plainly a primary duty of all Police Station Officers and the basis of all 
absconier work to 1ake all possible meances to ensure that lhe 
abse: nder is not obtaining any help or harbourage from relalions, friends. 
elc , wilhin their police stilior joriscdictions.

Even now-a-days many 
officers seein to think thal once an absconder has gol away, there is 
some magical rae in filling in Form 62 and circulating i and geltng 
action taken under section 517 and sections 87 and 88 af the Criminal 
Procedure Code. Jn fact [ believe that some officers think Lal Lhey 
have only lo go through this procedure as if it were a magical rite and 
as soOn a5 tt 14 completed some occalt influence will compel the 
absconder lo give himself up, so thal the next moming they will Gnd 
him silly upou the steps of the Police Station bepying to be taken 
insite. Oltcers can depend npan ii that thisis pot eo. There is no 

ic or ollier miluence in Form 62 os proceedings umder section 512 
aml the average absconder who has go1 uo property fo be seque rated 
under seclion» 87 and 88 cares nol one scrap either for police forms or 
the Criminal Procedure Code. He cerlninly uill not be arresiel by 
such means and unless you Make il exiremely hot for him, it is equally 
uolikely that he will come and give hunself up. The basis of id all is 
the informer and information received : what I lave done in this leeture 








is to endcavour to show you-how mockisery and an organization may 
be set op which will enable you (o handle your information to the best

There ia no royal road of arresting absconders. What is wanled 
ihe officer who iakes up this work is a capacsty for bard work combae 
with the abilily lo go deeply into detail] (moch of it unimtercating} + 
an Infinite caymcily for Laking paink and Jast but not least a considerable 
admixture of wiliness and cunning. i 


Let me however record one word of warning. The great diffail 
in applying this scheme is ome of “ cootiouily.” A! the peesent 
moment the absconder pnils in stalions are usually constables with bere 
and there Head Constables Jt im obvioas thal lhrse men musi be 
picked for their abilily and Lheir intelligence and is equally abyxmns 
thal they theredore stand {especially if Uneir record im clealing with 
abaconders is good) a samewhal beller chance of promotion than ihe 
rest, tis unfortunate therefore thal ope is scays Insing @ood abacon- 
der unit men who are promoted io other dules and are lost mare oF 
less permancaily lo Ine abscomler organizalion. This of course does 
not apply io the same extent to Sub-Inspeciors ol Police, herause there 
is ususily only ong Sub-Inspector of Police in charge’ol the Hendquar- 
lera Alscomder Staff and he can probably reckon upon two years duty 
in Lhis pos jf nol longer. As however absconder ami men are picked 
men, the amall bui nnfortonately steady and continuous loss, is certainly 
one of the main defects of the systzm. I do not propose at this junc- 
ture io suggest remedies bul I would port ont tbat if we were to revert 
to the old sysiem of having a Sub-Ipspector of Police in charge of

INTRODUCTION. 


Exploscre substances o- objects which may cause explosion may be 
met with in the following 1orms :-— 


A. Liquids—For example nilro-glycerine. ‘These will rarely have 
to be dealt with. The possession of a liquid explosive is generally 
egal. 

B. Sofids—1. Blasting Explosives. —Dynamile, Gelatine Dynamite, 
Blasting Gelaline, Gelignile, etc. These are usually nade up in 
cylinder form abgut two inches long in walerprocl popes wrappers, 
stamped with the maker's mame. They sary in cousssteicy, from a 
tough Ivathery material to a soft one lke ordinary suff jelly. 

: 2. Gunpowder——May be black, brown or grey and is made up in 
cylioder form, cabes, pebbles, grains and powder, 

3. Guncation is white and is supplied in subs or cylinders or 
toose like ordinary colton wool. 

4, Gan, Rifle and Sho! Gunpowders.—These ara pr icrally in cords, 
tapes or grains, butare also found as small cabes or fakes. In colour 
they may be while, pink, yellow, bine or black. :

14, Bowtbs.—These are exPlosives contained in receptacles, such 
as hotties, jars, coconnt shells, cloth, jule or hemp, balls or bundles, 
books, felters, tins, metal shells, bamboo tubes, water cistern Hoxts, 
chathes, etc, the whole being designed to explode by percussion, fuse 
tiger, by being inverled, etc.

His Excellency ibe Governor is pleased to make the following rules 
under cection 15 of the Government of Burma Act, 1935, to provide 
apainst the diccksure of sources of information in respeci of crimes Of 
violente intended to overthrow Government.
